Honorable Sinclair Weeks was 
the speaker of the evening which 
took the form of a charter-mem- 
ber night. Mr. Weeks was one 
of the ten incorporators of the 
Newton Community Chest in 1932, 
and many of the organizers, offi- 
cers, and directors in the first 
year of the Chest were on hand 
to greet the ex-senator and to 
enjoy the festivities. In his ad- 
dress, Mr. Weeks told of the early 
days of the Chest in Newton and 
spoke of the value of the organ- 
ization not only to the agencies 
who are* participating members 
but also to the contributors and 
workers because the giver is asked 
to subscribe only once each year, 
rather than many times, and the 
worker gets nbt only the satisfac- 
tion from doing well a job that 
needs to be done but builds many 
lasting friendships. 

Special guests of the evening 
were Charles Francis Adams, 
president of the Greater Boston 
Community Fund, and Michael T. 
Kelleher, general campaign chair- 
man of the 1946 United War Fund 
Campaign. Mr. Adams spoke 
glowingly of the fine relationship 
between Newton and Greater Bos- 
ton in Community Fund work, and 
Mr. Kelleher outlined some of his 
plans for the coming fall cam- 
paign. Retiring President Clark 
E. Woodward presided at the 
meeting and demonstrated unu- 
sual abilities as a toastmaster, 
keeping the meeting in high gear 
and introducing the speakers and 
guests with wit.

School 

Ambulance 

Appreciated 

The Claflin School in Newton- 
ville recently received a letter from 
the driver of one of the Field Am- 
bulances which were presented to 
the Armv through the purchasing 
of War Savings Stamps and Borftls 
during a campaign conducted last 
February. The school children and 
teachers purchased $3,574.40, tho 
cost of two field ambulances, and 
each one carried a plaque on the 
inside bearing the name of the 
School and City from which it 
came. The following letter from 
the driver will be of interest: 

Jan. 21, 1945.

Newtonville, Mass., U.S.A. 

Dear Sir: 

I suppose you are wondering who 
I am and whv vou are receiving a 
letter from overseas, well here 
goes. Two men of this company 
have been driving an ambulance for 
this mqflical collecting co. here in 
Belgium, and on the side of it there 
is a plaque saying that the war 
savings of your pupils purchased 
it, and donated it to the govern- 
ment for field service. It is a 
wonderful feeling to know that 
some of the War Bonds and Sav- 
ings are put into equipment tQ 
save men’s lives instead of destroy- 
ing them. We received this ambu- 
lance in Wales in December of 
1944 the early part of the month. 
We crossed the Channel in a LST 
boat and landed in France. Then 
we traveled through France to Bel- 
gium.’ The ambulance is now under 
combat conditions. If it was an in- 
dividual it would be entitled to the 
Purple Heart. You can well be 
proud of it. I wish I could tell 
vou exactly where we are, but 
under military censor it makes it 
.mpossible. The ambulance has been 
running day and night for about a 
month caring for the wounded no 
matter what nation they are. I 
am enclosing the names of the 
driver and assistant driver. Per- 
haps some of the pupils in the 
school would like to write to the 
hoys. One is from Missouri, the 
other is from Calif. Myself, I aru 
from Everett, Mass., just ten 
miles from the school. It sure made 
me mighty proud to see that 
plaque on the side saying it had 
come from a school in Massachu- 
setts. You will have to excuse the 
grammar. 

The names of the men are: Pfc. 
Elmer Michel, 37607824, Pvt. Tonv 
Orlando. 39042480, Co. "A” 375 
Med. Bn.. A.P.O., 451, care of 
Postmaster. N. Y., N. Y. Wishing 
you and the pupils a Happy New 
Year from the men of Company 
"A.”

Nearly 2,500 at Y.M.C.A.

Dear Mr. Haughey: 

I have been wondering how we 
as Newton citizens might have 
helped out in the recent icy streets 
emergency. We know the Street 
Department had problems plenty— 
manv of us complained bitterly 
about them to you and to out 
neighbors, but how many of us ac- 
tually did anything except fire off 
a verbal barrage? 

With a well-trained and still loy- 
al A.R.P. organization ready at 
hand in Newton, why not make use 
of the wardens and their assis- 
tants to function in an emergency 
that effects every street, if not 
every householder, in the entire 
city. Why not have a warden made 
custodian of a sizable sand dump 
or barrel in each A.R.P. area or 
neighborhood (many an attic may 
still oroduce that pail put up there 
three years ago for another pos- 
sible emergency!) Surely wardens 
who would dash out with hose and 
head-gear for the air raid siren 
would have been willing to lend a 
hand for a few minutes with sand 
spreading on their neighborhood icy 
streets and walks. Many car own- 
ers and pedestrians, who never had 
the thrill of putting out an incen- 
diary blaze, might have found this 
job less thrilling but quite as re- 
warding. 

If we could rally to the emer- 
gency of simulated air attack, sure- 
ly we could, as neighbors and citi- 
zens. give our own friends a help- 
ing hand in a peacetime winter 
emergency.

Jackson Day Dinner 

Learning from the radio section 
of the paper that the Jackson Day 
Dinner was causing a blackout of 
one of my favorite radio programs 
last Saturday evening, I decided 
to listen in and learn all about 
Andrew Jackson from the Demo- 
crats. ou would be surprised to 
know that Mr. Jackson received 
scant attention. Judging from re- 
ports the following day, Congress- 
man Curley was the only speaker 
who went out of his way to eulo- 
gize the distinguished former Pres- 
ident. He really went to town. 
Furthermore, there are those who 
insist that James Michael Curley 
stole the show, even tho’ Gov. Tob- 
in and Senator David I. Walsh were 
billed as top speakers. 

Of course, the entire atmosphere 
of the gathering was exceedingly 
jovial. After all, the Democrats 
rave been deprived of their pie for 
six long, dreary years and it was 
only natural that they should pull 
out all the stops in the political 
organ and let joy reign supreme. 
The mere fact that it cost any- 
where from $26.00 to $1,000.00 to 
reserve a seat for this great party 
appeared to have no dampening ef- 
fect. It was trulV a peoples’ party, 
organized in typical democratic 
manner. 

Your columnist’s interest began 
to wane after the chairman of the 
evening and the chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee had 
finally finished their rather ponder- 
ous orations, which were doubtless 
“ghost-written.” What I wanted 
especially to hear was the speech 
by our senior Senator from Clin- 
ton. also the home of Congressman 
Philbin, (Just remember that, in 
the years to come). Of course, 
Senator Walsh poses quite a prob- 
lem for his party. He is really 
a sort of sore thumb on the admin- 
istration’s hand. He failed to ap- 
pear on the same platform at the 
big Boston rally last fall, altho’ the 
papers did say that he rode on the 
train for some little distance with 
the Chief Executive. His ideas 
on foreign policy are most certain- 
ly not in accord with those of the 
administration; neither does he 
care for bureaucracy. He said 
so very flatly in the course of his 
carefully prepared address, which 
he unquestionably wrote himself. 
He said one or two other things 
which may have caused a little 
embarrassment to some of the par- 
ty big-wigs. However, he gave a 
ringing endorsement of Gov. Tob- 
in and pledged him his hearty sup- 
port from start to « nish. That 
made me wonder what will happen 
IF the senior Senator decides NOT 
to run for re-election a year from 
this fall. If he remains loyal to 
Gov. Tobin, he will support his 
candidacy. That will make Lt. 
Gov. Bradford a push-over for the 
top spot in November, 1946. Other- 
wise, there will be a battle of glad- 
iators between Messrs. Tobin and 
Bradford. 

Boston's Mayor 

It developes that Mayor Kerri- 
gan of Boston is not taken too 
seriously by many of the political 
big-shots in Boston. At the mom- 
ent, most of the speculation indulg- 
ed in centers about the battle-scar- 
red frame of Congressman James 
M. Curley. Can he be beaten or 
can’t he? Who is best fitted to 
take him into camp? A very large 
number of people believe that he 
will be elected this fall regardless 
of the opposition. Others feel that 
a really big man who is not pri- 
marily a politician can turn the 
trick. The point is to find such 
a tnan and then to persuade him 
to run. 

Here is an idea now being dis- 
cussed, chiefly among Republican 
leaders. Despite the non-partisan 
status of the election, why not 
draft a really big man like Henry 
L. Shattuck and put the full weight 
of the G.O.P. machine behind 
him? Many Democrats who can- 
not stand Curley would go for him 
and there would he many independ- 
ent voters also. He might be beat- 
en handily; on the other hand, it 
is perfectly possible that he might 
win, especially if half a dozen 
Democrats go at each other’s 
throats in the course of the cam- 
paign. There is nothing to be lost 
by doing this. Furthermore, it is 
not smart for the G.O.P. to always 
help to build up some high-type 
Democrat in the Boston election 
and then learn to its sorrow that 
this same Democrat has grown to 
such stature that he can and will 
knock off the next Republican can- 
didate for Governor. It might be 
helpful to ask Horace T. Cahill 
for HIS views about this problem. 
It is obvious that Gov. Tobin would 
not have been so strong last fall 
if the G.O.P. had not played such 
a big part in electing him Mayor 
of Boston when he first ran for 
that office.

It's still storming in the Best

The gals, bless ’em, are 
out pounding the pavements in 
tlie dark every morn, sliding and 
slipping and tumbling their way 
to the scene of their various la- 
bors — and they really are laboring 
this winter. 

The business of working for a 
living ceased to be fun a long 
time ago for most of them. This 
department meets 'em, talks with 
'em and they’re all in these gnnd- 
ng it out with just one purpose 
in mind — these days — victory, the 
ending of the war and marriage 
with some gent who’s now in uni- 
form — or, in the case of the mar- 
ried gals, the business of picking 
up the disrupted threads of mar- 
ried life, in the near future, is 
the one all consuming hope and 
ambition. 

Example . . . 

One of them for example, a 22 
year old youngster from Bridge- 
port. Conn., hobbled toward . the 
Raytheon bus one recent morning 
at 6 hy the clock, nursing a 
sprained ankle. The worst ice 
storm in years was in full swing 
at the moment, and she'd fallen 
several times on her way to the 
bus terminal. A freezing rain had 
fallen all night, the streets, cov- 
ered with glare ice. were in such 
a condition that the Boston El 
had called in its buses and track- 
les> trolleys shortly after mid- 
night. Bet this youngster, pale 
with the pain of her injured an- 
kle, insisted on continuing her 
wav to work. Her husband was 
overseas ami she hadn't missed a 
day at work since the war start- 
ed." >he said, "and wouldn’t feel 
right if l did.” | 


That gives an idea. The first 
aid rooms in Newton's defense 
plants have been busy every hour 
of the day. every day of this win- 
ter. patching the cut* and bruises 
of those who’ve made it a point 
to get to their machines on the 
production line, regardless of 
what Old Man Winter tossed in 
the way.

Letter to the Editor 

Dear Sir: 

This has been an old fashioned 
winter. Snow and ic* have been on 
onr streets and sidewalks for many 
weeks. Driving ha* been hazar- 
dous. and walking, in Newton cer- 
tainly. has been extremely perilous. 

The writer has been a resident of 
Newton for more than 60 years and 
had ample opportunities thi* win- 
ter to contrast public services in 
this city with those which residents 
of Newton enjoyed in past years. 
And what a contrast. 

When th* writer came to New- 
ton as a youth, in the horse and 
buggv days, the majority of its 
residents, the so called “middle 
class” as well as the working class, 
used “shanks mare.” Sidewalks in 
Newton were well plowed following 
each snow storm. In fact they were 
plowed while the snow was falling. 
Employees of the Street Depart- 
ment would be out at 3 a. m. to 
clear the sidewalks so that person* 
walking to trains and electric car*, 
or to their work locally; and child- 
ren walking to schools, would not 
have to plow through snow. 

There was a city ordinance com 
pelting lesWents to shovel the snow 
from the sidewalk* abutting their 
homes within 24 hours following 
the end of a snowstorm. This 
ordinance was enforced. 

Promptly after each snowstorm 
gutter plows cleared the space out- 
side curbings so that melting snow 
would run into catch basins, and 
folks would not, have to wade 
through foot-deep slush at cross- 
walks. Until recent years sidewalks 
in Nev/ton were promptly sanded 
as soon as they became icy, and 
were resanded daily if necessary. 
Our streets were also promptly and 
properly sanded. 

How things have changed. Side- 
walks are only partly plowed, or 
not plowed, and plowing gutters is 
a thing of the past. Some sidewalks 
eventually are sanded, others are 
not. And there is a decided scarcity 
of sand even on our principal 
streets, and a complete absence of 
sand on most of our side streets. 

To make bad matters worst, not 
so many years ago a retrogressive 
Board of Aldermen revoked the 60 
vear old ordinance which compell- 
ed abutters to clear snow off side- 
walks. The reason given for their 
action was “because the ordinance 
worked a hardship on some.” Well, 
its revocation has worked a hard- 
ship on a much larger number, as 
those who have used Newton side- 
walks in recent years can testify. 

It is hazardous for persons in 
the prime of life to walk on New 
ton sidewalks thi* winter and for 
several winters past. In fact it is 
almost impossible to walk on many 
sidewalks in this city unless one 
wears crampons and carries an Al- 
pine stick. Older persona like my- 
self find Newton sidewalks in 
winter-time during recent years so 
perilous to life and limb that they 
are compelled to walk out on the 
highways, facing perhaps the 
greater danger of skidding auto- 
mobiles on unsanded streets. 

Newtonians used to boast about 
the superiority of the public serv- 
ices in this city and c/unpare them 
with the much inferior serv»ces in 
adjoining places. Those who have 
been using Newton sidewalks this 
winter blush (and cuss) when they 
observe how much better Water- 


town. for example, has been sand- 
ing its sidewalks. And Brookline 
still maintains the same excellent 
public services for which it has 
has been noted for generations. 

Watertown and Brookline are 
iust as much affected by the war 
and labor scarcity as is Newton, 
but they do not use this as an alibi 
in discriminating against pedes- 
trians by neglecting to properly 
sand sidewalks, and keep cross 
walks walkable. 

It is not only since the war 
started that the neglect of New- 
ton’* sidewalk* during the winter 
ha* been apparent. It was on the 
increase in those years preceding 
the war when labor was plentiful. 


It is ubbut time that residents of 
this city who walk (and their num- 
ber has increased since the war 
started) organize to demand that 
their right for safer condition* be 
recognized by city official*.

I MAYOR SUBMITS 
1945 BUDGET 

Mayor Paul M. Goddard submit- 
ted to the Board of Aldermen at 
their meeting on Monday night a 
total city budget of $5,623,221.69. 
This figure is more than $100,000 
below the total requests of city 
department heads, and is $200,000 
under last year’s appropriation. 

The mayor has recommended 
that uniforms for members of the 
police and fire departments be fur- 
nished by the city and asked for 
an appropriation of $6350 for po- 
lice uniforms and $6500 for fire 
department uniforms. This was 
the first time that recommendation* 
have been made for the city to 
furnish uniforms for these two 
departments. 

Increases in salary for some city 
employees including some depart- 
ment heads were recommended in 
the budget among which was an 
increase of $100 in the salary of 
the Chief of the Fire Department. 
$100 for the inspector of animals 
$200 for increases in salary of 
two associate assessors, as well as 
increases for some clerks and oth- 
er employees. 

A request from the Health De- 
partment that the salary of the 
health officer be increased from 
$4000 to $4500 and another from 
the Library Department for an 
increase in the salary of the city 
librarian from $4200 to $4600 
were vetoed by the mayor. 

The largest cut in the budget 
was that of the Street Depart- 
ment, the request for $1,038,778 
being reduced by Mayor Goddard 
to $993,548. 

An appropriation of $40,000 for 
snow and ice removal was made 
by the board on Monday night. 
This is in addition to the $110,000 
already appropriated. An appro- 
priation of $14,700 for new’ equip- 
ment for the Street Department 
was made, this amount to be used 
for the purchase of new steam- 
rollers to replace those recently 
sold to Brazil.

F. B. I. AGENT FALLON 
KIWANIS SPEAKER 

Stressing the fact that there is 
nothing mysterious about the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation or its 
agents, George W. Fallon, spe- 
cial agent of the F. B. I., told of 
the bureau’s contribution to the 
war effort at last Wednesday's 
noon meeting of the Newton Ki- 
wanis Club at the Y.M.C.A. 

Mr. Fallon informed his audience 
that on the ordera of the Presi- 
dent, the F. B. I., in the interest of 
national security, began the regu- 
lation of employment and travel 
of aliens. This alien control had 
its beginning on September 6, 1939, 
resulting in the fingerprinting, etc., 
of all aliens and the investigation 
of suspicious aliens, some of whom 
were known to be definitely sym- 
pathetic to the Axis Powers. An 
Alien Hearing Board decided on 
the sentences, internment and the 
parole of all brought in via the 
F. B. I.'s nationwide dragnet, he 
added. 

The first caae of treason to be 
brought before the courts since 
the infamy of Benedict Arnold, 
Fallon said, occurred aa the result 
of Naii Lieutenant Hans Krug’s 
escape from a Canadian Prisoner 


of War Camp on April 15, 1942. 
Shot down over the English Chan- 
nel, Krug was brought to Canada 
from which point he made his es- 
cape to the home of a German- 
American woman in Detroit. From 
there he wa* taken in hand by a 
saloonkeeper, Max Steffin, in whose 
back room members of the Ger- 
man Bund formerly practised 
goosestepping in their Fuehrer’s 
honor. 

Steffin gave Krug money and 
clothes, sending him on his way to 
the Mexican Border, where Krug 
was captured by the police and F. 
B. I., Fallon continued. Brought 
buck, Krug’s testimony convicted 
Steffin and the Detroit woman of 
treason. The woman was given a 
jail sentence, while Steffin, sen- 
tenced to hang, had his sentence 
commuted to life by President 
Roosevelt.

A meeting and tea for the chair- 
men of Russian War Relief com- 
mittees from all the Newtons was 
held recently at the Massachusetts 
headquarters in Boston. Mrs. John 
Coffim, organizer of these com- 
mittees, introduced the Rev. Fred- 
crick Morris, Newton chairman, 
who spoke on the intangible as 
well as practical benefit of the aid 
sent to the Russian civilian in 
this time of their great need. 

Russian War Relief is asking 
all committees to continue their 
regular collections of used clothing 
up until April 1, when all clothing 
collected will be pooled in the 
United Nations Clothing Collec- 
tion. The President’s committee 
for this collection has pointed out 
the necessity of continuing these 
collections so that there will be 
no lag in the shipment of vitally 
needed warm garments to the des- 
titute countries whose only source 
of clothing is the gifts front the 
United States. It is expected that 
all Russian *War Relief stations 
will be used by the U.N.C.C. in 
April. 

Russian War Relief has opened 
the following stations where used 
clothing may be left in the New- 
tons:

Mr. Carter, president of 
Russian War Relief in the United 
States, reported after a recent 
trip through Russia that the need 
for our aid is limitless and that 
there is widespread gratitude for 
our understanding and assistance.

Honoring the- late First Lieu- 
tenant Robert Murray Hanson, U. 
S. Marine Corps Reserve, of New- 
tonville. the destroyer USS Han- 
son will be launched at 11:30 Sun- 
day forenoon, March 11. at the 
Bath Iron Works Corporation, 
Bath, Maine. 

Lieutenant Hanson was posthu- 
mously awarded the Medal of Hon- 
or, highest American military dec- 
oration, for' “gallantry and in- 
trepidity at the risk of his life 
above and beyond the call of duty” 
when, as a fighter pilot, he at- 
tacked six enemy torpedo bombers 
on November 1, 1943, over Bou- 
gainville Island, and then he 
brought down four Japanese Ze- 
ros while fighting them alone on 
January 24, 1944, over New Brit- 
ain Island. He was killed in ac- 
tion on February 3, 1944, when 
his plane crashed into the sea 
while on an escort mission over 
Rabaul, New Britain. 

The son of the Reverend and 
Mrs. Harry A. Hanson, of 31 
Brooks avenue Newtonville Lieu- 
tenant Hanson also was awarded 
the Navy Cross and the Air Medal 
for his daring exploits as a Ma- 
rine Corps fighter plane pilot. His 
mother, Who was presented the 
Medal of Honor at a public cere- 
mony on Boston Common last fall, 
will christen the destroyer which 
will carry her son’s name back 
into battle. 

Lieutenant Hanson was born in 
Lucknow, India, on February 4. 
1920, when his parents were serv- 
ing there as Methodist mission- 
aries. At an early age Lieutenant 
Hanson came to the United States. 
After attending junior high school 
at Newtonville, he returned to 
India and subsequently became 
light-heavyweight and heavy- 
weight wrestling champion of the 
United Provinces. 

He was attending Hamline Uni- 
versity at St. Paul, Minnesota, at 
the time of Pearl Harbor, and 
the following May he enlisted for 
navy flight training. He won his 
wings and a Marine Corps com- 
mission as Second Lieutenant at 
Corpus Christi, Texas, on Febru- 
ary 19, 1943. In May. 1943. he 
went overseas, and in July, joined 
the First Marine Aircraft Wing. 
He was promoted to First Lieu- 
tenant on September 1, 1943. 

Lieutenant Hanson, who was a 
member of the renowned Fighting 
Corsairs Squadron, is credited 
with bringing down twenty-five 
enemy Japanese nlanes — twenty of 
which he shot down in six con- 
secutive flying days.

Post-War Planning 

Some of us are wondering just 
why Newton has not gone in for 
post-war planning in a big day. 
In Brookline, for example, a 
strong committee, composed of 
Town officials and leading business 
and professional men has recently 
made a comprehensive report to 
the citizens of that town. This 
committee spent a year and a 
half studying all sorts of post- 
war projects, such as a new Town 
Hall, new fire and police stations, 
a war memorial, increased play- 
ground facilities, new streets, a 
municipal hospital and scores of 
other matters. The voters of 
Brookline were given an opportu- 
nity at a public hearing to pre- 
sent their pet ideas. These were 
seriously considered by the com- 
mittee. It might be worth-while 
for our own city government to 
obtain a copy of this intensely 
interesting report and consider the 
advisability of setting-up a sim- 
ilar committee here. 

One more word. The Brookline 
committee included the chairman 
of the Board of Selectmen, the 
chairman of th e Planning Board 
and the chairman of the Building 
Commission, all ex-officio, together 
with Henry W. Minot, the Col. 
House of the Saltonstall admin- 
istration, Samuel Pinanski, the 
theatre magnate, Paul F. Clark, 
recently elected president of the 
John Hancock Life Insurance Co., 
and M.D.C. Commissioner Philip 
G. Bowker, a former Representa- 
tive in the State Legislature. Un- 
doubtedly, Newton could command 
the services of just as fine a group 
of citizens to make a similar sur- 
vey in Newton. Think it over. 
1941 Election 

Although the complete detailed 
vote, tabulated by cities and towns, 
is not yet available, there is a 
document at hand giving the offi- 
cial total vote for the major offices 
last fall. It makes interesting 
reading. For example, the vote 
for the “Big Seven” in each party 
was a follows: Saltonstall, 1,228,- 
754; Cook, 1,072,267; Bradford, 
975,537; Barnes, 930,078; Cahill, 
897,708; Goodwin, 875,930, and 
Burrell, 805,591. (Note Cahill’s 
poor showing for Governor). I 
have listed these men according 
to the size of their vote, regard- 
less of the importance of the office. 
The offices are, of course, U. S. 
Senator, Secretary of State, Lt. 
Governor, Attorney General. Gov- 
ernor and Auditor, and Treasurer, 
in the order shown above. 

The Democrats finished as fol- 
lows: Tobin, for Governor, 1,048,- 
284; Hurley, for Treasurer, 1,- 
035,093; Buckley, for Auditor, 
972,910; Kelly, for Attorney Gen- 
eral, 916,072; Carr for Lt. Gov- 
ernor 893487; Mrs. O’Riordan, for 
Secretary of State, 782,664. and 
Corcoran, for U. S. Senator, 
G67.086. 

Note this, please. The G.O.P. 
candidate for U. S. Senator led 
the ticket, while the Democratic 
candidate was in last place. The 
G.O.P. Secretary of State finished 
with the second highest vote, 
whereas the Democratic lady was 
next to last. Their Governor ran 
No. 1; the G.O.P. entry was fifth 
out of seven major candidates. 
And so it goes. You may like to 
play with these figures. If you 
do, you may learn what may hap- 
pen in the 1946 elections! 
Roosevelt vs. Wilson 

To many of us, the most strik- 
ing feature of the President’s re- 
cent report to Congress on the 
Yalta conference between the Big 
Three was his obvious effort to 
avoid as many as possible of Wood- 
row Wilson’s mistakes in 1918- 
1919. Mr. Wilson antagonized 
Congress from start to finish and 
killed off all chance of getting the 
United States into the League of 
Nations. F.D.R., on the other 
hand, buttered up the Senators 
and Representatives and gave 
them the impression that THEY 
were the final arbiters. That was 
sound strategy and entirely legit- 
imate. I do not call that playing 
politics, in the unpleasant sense 
of the word. He went farther. 
He indicated that the opinions of 
the Republicans were just as im- 
portant as those of the Democrats. 


Radio Programs 
Recorded ior P.O.W. 

American prisoners of war In 
Germany will receive recordings 
of American radio programs. War 
Prisoners Aid of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association announced 
today. Through special arrange- 
ments made with sponsors as well 
as with the American Federation 
of Musicians the American Fed- 
eratlon of Radio Artists, the pro- 
grams are to be recorded on twelve 
inch discs, with all commercials 
deleted. They will he shipped to 
German prison camps where 
Americans are interned, througn 
War Prisoners Aid of the Y. M. 
C. A. (a participating agency of 
the Nationl War Fund) whose 
function is to furnish educational, 
recreational and religious mater- 
ials to prisoners of war. 

Ilenriette K. Harrison, National 
Radio Director for the YMCA, 
who is supervising this service, 
says that many of the radio shows 
had to be automatically eliminated 
because of the use of servicemen 
and army personnel and material 
which would not pass the neces- 
sary censorship. But sponsors who 
have been appronched have re- 
sponded enthusiastically and are 
offering not only their stars and 
material but are also defraying the 
cost of the recordings.

Henry Wallace

What I 
dislike about the matter is the 
grape-vine gossip to the effect that 
fiis vote was influenced, to a cer- 
tain degree, by the quiet support 
given him by the CIO. Person- 
ally, I do not for a minute think 
that Leverett Saltonstall would be 
greatly influenced by the power 
of the CIO, even if he SHOULD 
he a dark-horse candidate for 
President in 1948.

Disposition— good natured: full of pep. 

General health-vigorous; “low absentee record at school.

This week, we haven't seemed | 
to he very concerned with food. 
Our appetites have been affected 
by approaching spring, perhaps, 
and we have had other, and per- 
haps more important, things on 
our minds. 

A gooil many of our listeners 
have written us and asked us why 
we never discussed racial and re- 
ligious understanding and prob- 
lems. We feel strongly that every 
thoughtful person ought to ponder 
these things and try to form hon- 
est and just opinions. It is not 
for us to express our own opt- 
ions to you and we are ill equip- 
ped to discuss such important mat- 
ters — we don’t know enough about 
them. 

But this we do feel strongly 
that since these are matters of 
humanity that we should approach 
our consideration of these prob- 
lems in a tolerant spirit and we 
suggest humbly that we all pray 
reverently and earnestly for un- 
derstanding and just hearts and 
that we read our Bible more. Then, 
perhaps, we can he better equipped 
to form proper opinions. 

It seems to us that kindliness 
and trust pay great dividends. We 
talked this week-end with a Cana- 
dian and discussed the beauties 
of quaint old Qtiebee and the 
charm of the Gaspe and we talk- 
ed of that great borderline be- 
tween us, undefended and unforti- 
fied. The Canadian said we Yan- 
kees didn’t perhnps realize how 
close the Canadians felt toward 
us — felt that they and we were 
in some ways one great unit — 
North America — and we wished 
that other countries could learn 
to live side by side in friendli- 
ness and trust as we do — just as 
neighbors live peaceably with their 
land adjoining. And Evelyn Sta- 
ples of Segregansett sends us a 
poem by Guy Bilsland called "A 
Century of Peace” that says ex- 
actly what we mean. 

But there is still war in the 
world and we are looking for 
things for our boys and once more 
we appeal for harmonicas to send 
to our boys in service who want 
them so badly. More than one 
chap says he’s not half so home- 
sick when he has a harmonica to 
play. Harmonicas are hard to 
get — but if anybody has a har- 
monica he can possibly spare, 
could you send it to us? We’ll 
beg, borrow or pay for it. 

And while these men are over- 
seas, there are many service wives 
living on small allotments — trying 
hard to- make both ends meet. We 
can all help those families by 
helping keep prices down. The 
way to do that is to keep ceiling 
prices checked and never to pay 
more for anything than its ceil- 
ing price. 

We occasionally hear from some- 
body who asks if it is possible 
to come in to one of our broad- 
casts and SEE what we do. We 
hereby issue an invitation to ev- 
erybody and anybody who would 
like to call on us. We broad- 
cast from WNAC in the old Ho- 
tel Buckminster at Kenmore 
square and we are at the studio 
every day, Mondays through Fri- 
days, by 2 o’clock and glad to 
see you. 

The Boy Scouts of America 
have been very nice to us. They 
have sent us a book of cartoons 
called “The Little Scouts in Ac 
tion,” the werk of clever Roland 
Coe, an invalid with a sense of 


humor. Ken especially chortles 
over the cartoon of two small 
scouts hauling a cart full of news- 
papers and explaining to his 
friend, “I deliver ’em in the morn- 
ing and salvage ’bm in the after- 
noon.” 

From reports, we suspect that 
boys and girls are dbing’more to 
salvage scrap paper than are we 
grown-ups and we are grateful 
to them. Paper is urgently need- 
ed. more now than ever. We need 
thousands of tons of paper and 
that means much salvaging. We 
ask everybody to remember that 
it isn’t waste paper unless we 
waste it. 

We mentioned Charles street in 
Boston quite casually one day and 
Ken tore off on one of his favorite 
historical s to r i e s — of William 
Blackstone. the first settler in 
what was to become Boston. Wil- 
liam Blackstone who loved runt 
and Indians and didn’t like Puri- 
tans — who rode a great white bull 
up and down the sand beach in 
the moonlight — who brought the 
first apple trees to America. 

As wild and peculiar as Black- 
stone was, he did invite Winthrop 
and his company to come to set- 
tle in Boston as they found no 
drinking water on the Charles- 
town side where they were trying 
to settle. But after Winthrop and 
Co. moved in, Blackstone got rest- 
less and left for Providence where 
he could live with Indians, drink 
rum and ride his white bull in 
peace. 

It was this week that the great 
drive starts to raise money for 
the Red Cross and we feel that 
there is no need to ask for money 
for the Red Cross. Anybody who 
has the slightest idea of. its great 
work and humanity will dig deep 
into his pocket and wish he could 
give more. If the Red Cross did 
nothing but provide clothing and 
food for our own boys who are 
prisoners of war, we’d give to 
them — but how much more they 
do! 

Carolyn’s mother. Dean of Staff 
of the Maine Sea Coast Mission, 
works closely with the Red Cross 
and does much personal home ser- 
vice work. She has brought lumps 
to our throats with some of the 
stories she has told us of that 
work and we feel humbly privi- 
leged to give of our money to it 
since that is all we can give. 
There is not space here nor time 
to repeat those stories to you — 
but we all know of stories of hero- 
ism and kindliness of the Red 
Cross — that community of people. 

And as we sign off for the 
week, George Graves reminds us 
that seed catalogues make good 
reading and with that thought we 
wish everybody a happy week-end 
with a bright-colored seed cata- 
logue and dreams of a garden 
where no drouth nor bugs come 
in to steal the crop. ffl 

So long, everybody.

A timely lecture was delivered 
before a large audience in First 
Church of Christ, Scientist of New- 
ton, Thursday evening, March 1, 
by Peter B. Biggins, C. S. B. of 
Seattle, Washington. His subject 
was: Christian Science: The Vic- 
tory of Good over. Evil. The lec- 
turer was introducer! hy Mrs. Helen 
L. Leighton, Second Reader, who 
said: 

“Dear Friends: 

"Christian Science is the prom- 
ised Comforter. You will recall 
that once, toward the end of his 
ministry, Jesus said to his disci- 
ples, ‘And I will pray the Father, 
and he shall give you another 
Comforter, that he may abide with 
you forever.’ (John 14:16). Cen- 
turies later, our revered Leader, 
Mary Baker Eddv, has quoted those 
same words of Jesus and has add- 
ed, ‘This Comforter T understand 
to he Divine Science." (Science & 
Health 65:28). 

"Probably there has never been 
a time in the world’s history when 
humanity has been in greater need 
of n comforter: for in world con- 
flict such as we arp exneriencing, 
there is no other help. We who are 
Christian Scientists stand at the 
threshold of a great opportunity 
to be of service mankind: for 
the snreadine of this truth es re- 
vealed through Christian Sciepee 
will bring peace and healing to the 
brokenhearted, and comfort to the 
lost. 

"Those of vou who are not fa- 
miliar with the teaching of Chris- 
tian Science regardin'* this ever- 
present Comforter, will be glad to 
learn of this heln-giving truth. 
Surely we will all do well to listen 
to a message that will lead us to 
a better understanding of this 
heavenly Comforter, this divine 
Science, which we all need so much. 
A Christian Scion' 1 " lecture will 
help to show us the way. 

"Our lecturer for this evening 
is a member of the Board of Lec- 
tureship of The Mother Church. 
The First Church of Christ. Scien- 
tist. in Boston. The subject of his 
lecture is ‘‘Christian Science: the 
Victory of Good over Evil." Mav 
I bid you all a very cordial wel- 
come. and mav 1 present to you 
Mr. Peter B Riggins, of Seattle, 
Washington." 

The lecturer spoke substantially as 
follows : 

Today there is a pressing demand 
for practical Christianity. Men and 
women, finding- themselves in unfore- 
seen situations, are turning to God 
for help. Christian Science is ena- 
bling large numbers to do this, with 
good results. While on one hand 
there is much that may occasion us 
grave consideration, on the other we 
see in recent times a widespread 
quickening of interest in spiritual 
things. This is gratifying, and it 
augurs well for the happiness and 
prosperity of humanity. 

The life of Christ Jesus, our Ex- 
emplar, is the most Blctorious re- 
corded in history. His triumph was 
a complete mastery of the belief in 
a selfhood separated from God. His 
victory lay in his conscious realiza- 
tion of his oneness with God. 

One day, when Jesus was at Caper- 
naum, a Roman centurion asked him 
tc heal his servant, who was lying 
at home sick of the palsy. The cen- 
turion was confident that merely by 
speaking the word, declaring truth, 
Jesus could accomplish the healing, 
without needing to visit the patient. 
“Speak the word only,” he said, “and 
my servant shall be healed.” The 
Romans had conquered Palestine by 
military might. But this so-called 
power was powerless in the presence 
of disease. Only spiritual power 
could cope with it effectually. Jesus 
Bald to the centurion, “Go thy way; 
and as thou hast believed, so be it 
done unto thee.” This arresting 
statement follows: "His servant was 
healed in the selfsame hour.” 

Christ Jesus came preaching the 
gospel of the kingdom of heaven. 
He proclaimed the good news that 
harmony is always present. He 
healed disease instantaneously, be- 
cause he was wholly and overwhelm- 
ingly controlled by the spirit of 
Truth, the Principle of harmony. No 
disease, whether it was leprosy, pa- 
ralysis, or Insanity, could stand be- 
fore his understanding and demon- 
stration of omnipotent harmony. 

Few intelligent people in our civi- 
lized communities will deny the vital 
fact which Christianity presents, 
namely, that there is a supreme in- 
telligence governing the universe 
and man. This ever-present power, 
which Is able to govern the sun and 
the earth, and all the other planets 
and stars, is able also to control all 
the affairs of men. When we recog- 
nize and yield to this omnipotent in- 
telligence, which we call God, we 
have the basis for effectively master- 
ing all difficulties. We are using the 
means whereby all human affairs 
may be harmonized in accordance 
with the law of Truth and Love. We 
are establishing the kingdom of 
heaven, the reign of harmony, on 
earth. 

Mary Baker Eddy, the Discoverer 
and Founder of Christian Science, 
tells how we may use this harmony 
which Christ Jesus utilized. Her 
teaching i i simple, direct, effective. 
Christian Science enables us to prove 
that spiritual power is supreme. It 
reveals the fact that God, the di- 
vine Principle of being, is perfect, 
and that muu always 1ms been and 
always will be God’s perfect image 
and likeness. It is, in short, the 
restoration of the method which 
Jesus tuught and practiced. It re- 
veals the supreme good, and how it 
may be attained. It is this superior- 
ity of spiritual power over the physi- 
cal that Christian Science empha- 
sizes at every point. Mrs. Eddy has 
written in the Christian Science 
textbook. "Science anJ Health with 
fcey to the Scriptures” tp. 130 » “It 
is unwise to doubt if reality is in 
perfect harmony with God, divine 
Principle,— if Science, when under- 


stood and demonstrated, will destroy 
all discord,— since you admit that 
God is omnipotent; for from this 
premise it follows that good and its 
sweet concords have all-power.” 

Scientific Affirmations 

Science and Health has proved to 
be a priceless aid to a large number 
of people in overcoming difficulties. 
It shows us how to think from the 
standpoint of Truth, spiritual real- 
ity. Presenting os it does important 
basic facts, it leaves each one free 
to utilize Ihest truths in accordance 
with W'tH-deflTjjt! rules, as suited to 
the individual neod. It teaches us 
how to affirm truth, and thus ap- 
propriate what is good. 

Isaiah, in the midst of great na- 
tional difficulties, raised his voice 
clearly and strongly, and proclaimed, 
“God is my salvation; I will trust, 
and not be afraid.” You and I are 
privileged to be learning day by day 
the practical significance of this 
statement. Divine Love is our sal- 
vation. Love saves from every diffi- 
culty and danger, from every ill. As 
we accept this fact habitually, we 
practice correct thinking. Trusting 
divine Love absolutely, we cannot 
fear, because, in the language of the 
Bible, “perfect love casteth out fear.” 
Since God, good, is All-in-all, there 
is nothing in this universe of Love to 
fear. As we affirm and realize the 
truth, we are praying aright. When 
Job firmly resolved and declared 
that he would trust God whatever 
might come, he adopted a correct 
mental attitude which eventually re- 
sulted in his complete freedom from 
a serious physical ailment. It also 
brought to him a fuller measure of 
prosperity and happiness than he 
had before enjoyed. 

With this growing realization of 
divine Love's ever-presence, we uti- 
lize the Word of God with greater 
authority. The clear sense of Truth, 
and how we may use the truth sci- 
entifically and exactly in its specific 
application to the solution of each 
problem, becomes plainer day by 
day, as we study the Christian Sci- 
ence textbook. 

It is right to be happy, healthy, 
free from limitation, enjoying ample 
supply. Actually these blessings, ac- 
cording to Christian Science, are 
here in divine Mind for every one of 
us, in spite of the opposing evi- 
dence of the senses. We shall not 
impoverish others by appropriating 
what belongs to us, but actually en- 
rich them; because, as each one lays 
hold of the divine riches — “the ex- 
ceeding riches of his grace,” to quote 
the words of Paul— more of these 
riches are being brought into evi- 
dence. The kingdom of heaven is 
here now, for Jesus said that it “is 
within you.” In it there are not 
some rich and some poor, some wise 
and some unwise, some healthy and 
some sick. All express, in reality, 
the wisdom, health, and affluence 
of the infinite Mind, boundless Love. 
All have access to infinite supply. 
This is the realm in which we now 
dwell, and we are all the heirs of 
God, enjoying these boundless riches, 
these unlimited blessings. 

A friend of mine, who as a young 
man was sentenced by his family 
physician on account of a suppos- 
edly hereditary disease, was quickly 
and compltWly healed through 
Christian Science. A few years later, 
In order to satisfy certain business 
requirements, he underwent a medi- 
cal examination. The examining 
physician not only pronounced him 
in good health, but emphasized the 
fact that his physical condition was 
excellent. He has enjoyed still more 
blessings, as a result of his whole- 
hearted devotion to Truth. Before 
he learned of Christian Science, his 
business was yielding unsatisfactory 
results. As soon as he gained a good 
understanding of this teaching 
through the study of Science and 
Health, and learned how to apply it 
to every detail of his experience, the 
returns from his business improved, 
and his supply was multiplied. Soon 
the way opened for him to enter 
upon a work of wider usefulness. He 
has progressed continually, and has 
carried on his work in good health 
and without Interruption for many 
years. 

Victories Recorded In the Bible 

The Bible is full of accounts of 
spiritual conquest. This gives to it 
its great value, vitality, and practi- 
cality. It is because of this that the 
Bible, which includes some of the 
most ancient literature extant, is at 
the same time the most modern of 
books. Its spiritual verities are “new 
every morning.” as Jeremiah says. 
As the rising sun brings to us each 
morning new hopes, new possibili- 
ties, new joys, so the truths con- 
tained in tho Bible come home to 
us, with new and practical meaning, 
as thought is awakened spiritually. 
When men in times of trial and dan- 
ger turn to this “Book of books,” 
they find therein the answer to their 
questionings, and the way to dem- 
onstrate the power of Truth to solve 
their problems. For them, then, 
never again can there be any gain- 
saying of this power. 

When the Israelites were proceed- 
ing to the promised land, Moses sent 
forth twelve men to reconnoiter. 
This Journey of the Israelites is sym- 
bolic of the progress of each one of 
us from a material sense of things 
to* a higher spiritual sense. In this, 
as in all other Bible narratives, it is 
the spiritual meaning which con- 
cerns us most. These twelve brought 
back samples of the fruits of the 
land. Ten of them submitted to 
Moses a discouraging report. They 
were Judging only according to the 
material senses. “We came unto the 
land whither thou sentest us,” so 
they reported to their inspired 
leader, “and surely it lloweth with 
milk and honey; and this Is the 
fruit of it. Nevertheless the people 
be strong that dwell in the land, 
and the cities are walled, and very 
great.” And, as if to settle the ques- 
tion for all time, the. added. “We 
saw the children of Anak there.” 
Anak was a mighty giant. His three 
sons also were giants. They belonged 
to a wandering tribe that had taken 
temporary possession of this region. 

But two of the twelve scouts. Caleb 
and Joshua, brought back a favor- 
able minority report, in which they 
proposed that the Israelites go for- 
ward and possess the land. Forty 
yeurs luter, Joshua succeeded Moses 
as leader. After the Israelites were 
established in Canaan, Caleb had 
occusion to remind his former com- 
panion, Joshua, of what had oc- 
curred in those earlier days. He 
explained the basis of his own cour- 
age and confidence by saying. “I 
wholly followed the Lord my Qod.” 
He went on to say, “As yet I am as 
strong this daj as I was in the day 
that Moses sent me: as my strength 
was then, even so is my strength 
now.” Obedience to divine law had 
preserved his physical, moral, and 
mental vigor. To Culeb fell the task 
of dislodging Anak and his three 
sons from the hill of Hebron. This 
task he nerfornusd with cmiraan and 
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entered the promised land. They 
md proved themselves unworthy of 
this privilege. 

In Science and Health (p. 242) 
Mrs. Eddy presents a practical’ 
mean- of overcoming evil when she 
writes, “In patient obedience to a 
patient. God. let us labor to dissolve 
with the universal solvent of Love 
the adamant of error,— self-will, 


self-justification, and self-love,— 
which wars ngalnst spirituality and 
Is the law of sin and death.” In 
aur upward Journey from sense to 
Soul, whereby m Omd fuller freedom, 
health, and happiness, wt each have 
our hill of Hebron to conquer. We 
have to subdue in our own conscious- 
ness these three sons of Anak, self- 
will, self-justification, and self-love. 
This scientific conquest of evil brings 
out a fuller sense of love for God 
and man, unselfed love. It enables 
us to practice true volition, active 
obedience to the will of God. It 
should enable us to Jur' fy ourselves 
on a right basis by seeing ourselves 
as the children of God, expressing 
our true spiritual selfhood. As these 
victories are wo.* progressively, 
health rests no longer on the drift- 
ing sands of material belief, but is 
established on a true foundation, 
even as in thi case of Caleb. We 
are enabled through the footsteps of 
enlightened faith to plant our feet 
on the permanent rock of spiritual 
understanding. 

Awakening from a Dream 


The overcoming of evil with good 
involves an awakening, as from a 
dream. Good is the reality, and it 
is always actually here, because God 
Is infinite good. Evil is a dream, 
which all too often seems to be here. 
As the reality of good is declared and 
realized, the dream of evil is dis- 
pelled, even as darkness Is dispelled 
by light. This may be illustrated by 
the following simple, but far-reach- 
ing proof of healing. A woman was 
suffering from a physical ailment, a 
serious heart trouble. One day while 
going to answer the telephone, she 
Y'alked acros the room with great 
difficulty, not knowing whether she 
could reach the telephone. It was 
her sister calling to tell of a visit to 
a friend who was seriously ill. She 
said that she had told this friend 
that he must awc’:e. The words, 
spoken with authority and convic- 
tion, so aroused the listener that she 
left the telephone free and well. As 
it was proved when the centurion 
said to Jesus, “Speak the word only,” 
so at this time, although the speaker 
knew notl ig of her sister’s need, 
the words spoken with clear under- 
standing and positiveness brought 
healing instantaneously. 

Throughout her entire teaching, 
Mrs. Eddy makes clear that the 
basis of healing in Christian Science 
is the conscious fact of the perfec- 
tion of being. This basic fact is 
stated in the commandments of 
Moses and the gospel of Christ Jesus. 
Mrs. Eddy writes in “Miscellaneous 
V.'ritings” (p. 67), “Above physical 
wants, lie the higher claims of the 
law and gospel of healing.” Then, 
after carefully analyzing what is 
necessary in order to obey certain 
commandments— she enumerates the 
seventh, the eighth, the sixth, and 
the ninth in that rder — she writes 
further, "Obedience to these com- 
mandments is indispensable to 
health, happiness, and length of 
days.” 

These commandments do more 
than require purity, honesty, love, 
and integrity. Obedience to these 
commandments imparts the ability 
to exemplify these qualities. The 
human mind needs something above 
itself to bring out good results. The 
divine Mind imparts what is needed. 
God has given to us the command- 
ments for this very purpose. Obedi- 
ence to these divine demands ena- 
bles each one who obeys them to 
reach a higher standard of thinking 
and living. 

The practical application of these 
precious rules of conduct may be 
Illustrated simply by the following 
experience. One day a man who 
was looking around a counter in a 
stationer’s store was observed by one 
of the clerks to pick up a box of 
; stationery and make off with it. 
i This clerk is a student of Christian 
Science, and she instantly declared 
mentally, “God never made a thief.” 
Her recognition of the fact that man 
Is made in the image and likeness 
of God supported her declaration, 
and the fact she declared was clearly 
realized. Soon the man returned, 
laid the box of stationery on the 
counter, and said, “I never did any- 
thing like that before." Can we 
doubt that this instant, practical 
use of the Eighth Commandment 
blessed that man? Can we estimate 
the value of that experience to him? 
Instead of succeeding in his wrong 
course, he was arrested in it. It 
was enough to teach him a lesson 
never to be forgotten, and to en- 
courage him ever after to be honest. 
Mrs. Eddy writes in Science and 
Henlth (p. 453): “Honesty is spir- 
itual power. Dishonesty is human 
weakness, which forfeits divine help." 


Mrs. Eddy's Lifework 

In humanity’s progress from a 
material sense of things to a higher 
spiritual sense, the time came when 
it was necessary that the gospel of 
Christ should be proclaimed anew 
and spiritual healing be restored. 
As God had prepared Moses, Caleb, 
and Joshua through obedience to 
I j law. as in a later age He had 
prepared Christ Jesus for his great 
work, so in this age God prepared 
Mary Baker Eddy for the work she 
had to do. 

As a child she was taught to love 
and obey the commandments, and 
Che First Commandment. “Thou 
shalt hnve no other gods before me,” 
became her favorite. In the Sermon 
on the Mount, uttered by Christ 
Jesus, she found the answer to life’s 
perplexing problems. The ninety- 
first Psalm assured her of protec- 
tion, prosperity, and length of days, 
a promise made to those who trust 
God. She early came a member 
of a Congregational church, and 
retained this membership until she 
founded her own church. 

Edward Rowland Sill, in one of 
his whimsical poems, tells of a man 
named Yunus, who came one day to 
u city called Gnostertown, in the 
kingdom of Mhundus. When he ar- 
rived there, the citizens were wait- 
ing for the thousand clocks In that 
city to strike the hour of twelve, 
whereupon it was their custom to 
set their watches accordingly 
throughout the years many things 
had occurred which rendered the 
^clocks inaccurate. Yunus, whose 
watch kept perfect time, ventured 
the information that it was not 
twelve, but three o’clock in the aft- I 
ernouu. Confronted with the oppo- | 
sitton which his statement aroused. 
Yunus took himself to task 
' o heretic I o iiapie** wight . 

Can a thousand be wrong, aud uuv 
be right? 1 
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O Yunus, Yunus, it must be true, 
For there's more of them than there 
if of you." 

One Sunday, some time later, the 
court preacher delivered a sermon, 
in which he made the point that 
“truth ... Is not a thing of ma- 
jority.” Yunus, however, had not 
remained true to his convictions. He 
had made the mistake of following 
the line of least resistance, and 
yielding to the majority. 

About the time when Sill wrote 
this delightful poem, Mrs. Eddy was 
pursuing her pioneer work as the 
Discoverer and Founder of Christian 
Science. The beliefs of the majority 
of the world's millions, trusting in 
the reality and substantiality of 
matter, were arrayed against the 
truth which she proclaimed. Unlike 
the fanciful Yunus, however, she 
stood her ground— alone as she was 
—and vindicated the precious truth 
which God had revealed to her. 
With dauntless courage she pre- 
sented this revelation of God and 
man, which healed her, and through 
her has healed many others. Like 
Caleb, Mrs. Eddy could have said 
truthfully, “I wholly followed the 
Lord my God." In advance of oth- 
ers, she saw the promised land of 
Spirit and its great possibilities. Un- 
dismayed by the obstacles and diffi- 
culties which confronted her, she 
opened the way for all to enjoy the 
fruits of her discovery. When, in a 
crisis, someone stands up in the face 
of danger, and forgetting self, does 
a great and noble work, man, the 
real man in God's likeness, appears. 
Mrs. Eddy exemplified this true ideal 
of manhood and womanhood in an 
outstanding degree. 


with which he had been laboring 
were of the nature.of a dream. The 
actual fact remained that unlimited 
good is present, but he saw that it 
was necessary to keep awake to this 
truth, in order to prove this. Very 
soon his Improved state of rrtind was 
manifest in better conditions, and 
each pressing problem was met in a 
most simple and natural way. 8uch 
things are taking place time and 
time again. That Ls not hard to un- 
derstand. It would be more difficult 
to comprehend how It could be 
otherwise. 

Dwell, therefore, my friends, long 
and much on the fact of the present 
perfection of God and man. Take in 
what thLs means and involves. Let 
thLs fill your consciousness. Thus 
you will find that which will solve 
your problems and meet' your needs. 
You will prove the divine power of . 
good which dispels every suggestion 
of evil. One of our hymns says: 

“In vain shall evil strive, 

And hell in vain oppose; 

The cause is God’s and will prevail, 

In spite of all His foes." 

f Christian Science Hymnal, No. 397.) 

While the teaching of Christian 
Science Is presented as a definite 
method, this in no way interferes 
with spontaneity. The very correct- 
ness and adequacy of its method 
ensures freedom of expression. It 
makes possible a fuller enjoyment 
of the spirit of Truth, the sweet In- 
fluence of divine Love, which brings 
liberation and strength to human- 
ity. It makes it possible to use the 
infinite divine resources, and to en- 
1 Joy the continual unfoldment of 
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Mrs. Eddy’s work as the Discov- 
erer of Christian Science is set forth 
in simple and beautiful language in 
“Science and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures.” I shall always re- 
merriber the impression this book 
made upon me when I first read it. 
The purity of its language, its beau- 
tiful concepts, immediately lifted my 
thought to a perception of God’s 
presence. It is a work of eternity, 
however, for each one of its to rise 
demonstrably to the altitude of 
thought expressed in Science and 
Health. Nevertheless, so practical 
are its- truths that even at our ear- 
liest stages of growth we find that 
these facts, when held to and faith- 
fully utilized, work wonders for us 
in our human experience. 

Our Leader s work in founding the 
Christian Science movement is pre- 
served in the Manual of The Mother 
Church. In order to maintain a 
proper balance in our work, we need 
to heed the instruction this book 
contains, and avail ourselves of the 
guidance afforded by Mrs. Eddy in 
the Church Manual. This book con- 
tains the basis of our entire organ- 
ization, and it furnishes helpful 
guidance for human conduct. The 
plan for all the activities of our 
movement is simply and openly set 
forth in this book. The order of 
services held in The Mother Church, 
and in its branch churches through- 
out the world, is embodied in the 
Manual. 

Those who have been blessed by 
the healing ministry of Christian 
Science naturally take the logical 
steps resulting from their enjoyment 
of these blessings. They become 
identified with the organized work 
of our church, and lend their aid. 
according to their experience and 
ability, to the promoting of the 
Cause which ha.sTjle.ssed them. 

Healing at a Church Service 

The benefits derived from attend- 
ing the services held in the Chris- 
tian Science Church are shown by 
the following incident: A student of 
Christian Science at one time felt 
very much burdened by what ap- 
peared to be difficult problems. In 
this mental condition he went to a 
Sunday evening service in a branch 
church. During the reading of the 
Lesson-Sermon, he began to see 
more clearly the facts brought out 
in it, tnat God ls perfect and that 
man in God* image and likeness is 
perfect. This wus so clearly realized 
that the burdens and difficulties, 
which hud loomed mountain high, 
were seen to be powerless, nonexist- 
ent in Truth. He knew that he had 
reached the solution. When he left 
the church edifice thut night, the 
appearance of everything hud 
changed. Ills affairs had not changed. 
But his thought about them had. 
His fear of evil had given place to 
confidence in the power of good. 
His sense of insufficient supply In 
the presence of pressing financial 
obligations had yielded to the real- 
ization of the (act dial in God’s 
oresence and that is right here— 

:s the abundant supply tor every 
uaitfl Ha that tho difficulties 


good. This extends to everything we 
liave-to do, improving every activity. 

In Science and Health Mrs. Eddy 
gives definite arguments as an aid 
in healing the sick and in overcom- 
ing evil of various kinds. At the 
same time she emphasizes the fact 
that the most important thing is to 
gain more and more of the spirit of 
Truth and Love. Students find that 
the declarations of Truth given by 
our Leader in this book guide them 
to use the specific affirmations 
needed In their own particular case. 
Her words, written on page 412 of 
this textbook, illustrate this fact: 

You may vary the arguments to 
meet the peculiar or general symp- 
toms of the case you treat, but be 
thoroughly persuaded in your own 
mind concerning the truth which 
you think or speak, and you will be 
the victor." 

Our Modern Triumphs 

Today, the word “victory" ls on 
many lips. The work that is essen- 
tial to victory engages many willing 
hands. The ideals underlying this 
triumph are enshrined in many lov- 
ing hearts. Never before has the 
r cessity for united work toward a 
worthy end been so emphatically 
brought home to the consciousness 
of humanity as it is today. 

The issue that confronts every 
thinking man and woman in the 
world has gradually defined itself. 
It is this: Can the ideals of Chris- 
tianity survive, or will they be sub- 
merged in a flood of paganism? 
More simply stated: Can evil tri- 
umph over good? It ls gratifying to 
find that on this simple fundamen- 
tal issue there is such widespread, 
positive agreement. The oest ele- 
ment in humanity everywhere arises 
and proclaims in no uncertain tone: 
Good is supreme over evil. Chris- 
tianity is victorious over paganism. 
Truth ls now and forever trium- 
phant. 

In the Middle Ages many armed 
expeditions were made by those pro- 
fessing Christianity for the purpose 
of recovering the Holy land from 
the pagans, who in earlier centuries 
had conquered it. These expeditions 
were called crusades, and those who 
took part in them crusaders, because 
the cross was the emblem they used. 
Today we ure engaged in a crusade. 
But Christian Scientists have added 
to the cross the crown of victory. 
Early in the thirteenth century an 
unturtunate expedition started out 
from France and Germany for the 
Holy 1 Land. It wus composed of fifty 
thousand unarmed children. It was 
ill-advised and ended in failure. 

The crusade in which we are en- 
gaged today is no "Children's Cru- 
sade." We are armed with the om- 
nipotence o Spirit, Impregnable, ir- 
resistible armor. This crusade ls to 
prove that the forces of good cannot 
be overcome by so-called forces even 
more cruel than those of the Middle 
Ages. The Saracens were then in 
possession of Jerusalem, and the 
work was to dislodge them. Today 
our crusade is to prevent such a re- 
sult before u seems to be consum- 


mated, to prove that the one Mind 
governs this universe. 

Christian Science makes clear 
that we cannot afford to leave evil 
alone. It must be overcome by good, 
and wLsdom Is needed in this proc- 
ess. It is the teaching of Christian 
Science that evil left alone extends 
its baneful activities. It must be 
arrested before its subtle Influence 
can spread, claiming to overmaster 
good. True Christianity will never 
counsel a passive, supine attitude 
toward evil. It overcomes evil by 
positive, direct, and vigorous action. 

The effort of evil to gain posses- 
sion of this world has been a huge 
camble. The stakes have been tre- 
mendous. Gambling, whether on an 
individual, a national, or a world- 
wide scale, is always unprofitable. 
The triumph ,of Truth is assured. 
Christian Science naturally leads one 
away from gambling or speculating 
of every kind, whether it be In the- 
ology 1 , in finance, or in statecraft. 
Christian Science rests upon the 
demonstration of Truth and is capa- 
ble of being proved. It promotes the 
quality of diligence; it awakens and 
keeps alive the faculty of effort. 

Many an individual who has la- 
bored long with the effort of human 
will to overcome some enslaving 
habit, such as drinking or smoking, 
has won freedom as his thought has 
become spiritualized. The under- 
standing that God is Spirit, and 
that man, in reality, is spiritual, 
changes every human experience for 
the better. This understanding spir- 
itualizes the human consciousness. 
It corrects the tendency of mortals 
to rely on matter or material beliefs. 
Mrs. Eddy, with her keen insight 
into cause and effect, has written in 
her book “Miscellaneous Writings” 
(pp. 267, 268> : "The predisposing 
and exciting cause of all defeat and 
victory under the sun, rests on this 
scientific basis: that action, in obe- 
dience to God, spiritualizes man's 
motives and methods, and crowns 
them with success; while disobedi- 
ence to this divine Principle mate- 
rializes human modes and conscious- 
ness, and defeats them." 

In the course of the centuries, the 
idea of freedom has developed grad- 
ually and gained momentum contin- 
ually. This has been exemplified in 
the conduct of men and of nations 
in a fuller expression and enjoy- 
ment of the democratic ideal. Hu- 
man freedom gained an impetus 
when the English barons wrested 
from King John the charter which is 
known as Magna Charta. This has 
reached a fuller development on the 
American continent. The Declara- 
tion of Independence and the Amer- 
ican Constitution wfith the Bill of 
Rights are the outgrowth of this 
liberating process. 

It is plain that it is Christianity 
that has made the development of 
democracy possible. Today Chris- 
tian Science is showing us how 
Christianity may be pplied to the 
solution of all human difficulties, 
not only to our needs as individuals, 
but to our problems as nations. Thus 
Christian Science stands at the very 
forefront of the defense of democ- 
racy. This teaching makes clear that 
God, the one divine Mind, is govern- 
ing this universe, including man. in 
perfect harmony, and that wicked 

mortal minds are powerless to over- 
throw, or even interfere with Gcd s 
perfect and harmonious government. 
As those who are gaining an under- 
standing of Christian Science use 
these unassailable truths, they are 
mightily aiding in the solution of 
the seemingly perplexing problems 
which confront us today. 

Practicality of God's Law 

The law of God may be likened 
to a stream. As demonstrated hu- 
manly, it grows continuallv in vol- 
ume and strength. All who think 
truly, humbly, unselfishly, helpfully, 
are being borne onward on the cur- 
rent of this mighty river. To con- 
form to the operation of this law, 
so that its influence may flow un- 
hindered in human experience, al- 
ways has been, and still is. the great- 
est privilege that man can enjoy. 
The currents and crosscurrents of 
mortal mind's propaganda can never 
stem the current of the divfne law, 
nor turn it from its irresistible on- 
ward course. 

The good work that Truth, infinite 
good, has wrought can never be un- 
done by evil. Evil is not person. The 
ability to separate evil from person 
is essential to scientific victory over 
evil. Man in God’s image and like- 
ness is in perfect harmony with 
Truth. God's man loves the *th, 
and is continually expressing truth 
Error has no Intelligence, and 
throughout the centuries it has been 
proved that the power of Truth ulti- 
mately and inevitably prevails, while 
error destroys itself. Caleb, to whom 
reference has already been made, 
proved this. Through his obedience 
to divine law, he won a decisive vic- 
tory over lawlessness. He overcame 
the pagan belief that advancing 
years bring decrepitude. He pre- 
served youthful freshness and vigor. 
Happy is he, who. like Caleb, intelli- 
gently and consistently identifies 
himself with triumphant Truth. 

In the seventeenth chapter of the 
book of Matthew, we read that at one 
time Jesus took three of his disciples, 
Feter, James, and John, to a high 
mountain. There he was "trans- 
figured before them.” "His face did 
shine as the sun. and his raiment 
was white as the light.” In this ex- 
perience Jesus enabled his students 
to gain a clearer view of Immortality, 
as expressed by Moses and Elias. As 
we discern the immortality of Moses, 
we understand better the enduring 
vitality of the Ten Commandments, 
or Mosaic Decalogue. It cannot be 
reasonably questioned that the pres- 
ent wave of juvenile delinquency 
and race hatred has resulted from 
putting aside the Mosaic Decalogue; 
and to the extent that the divine 
law is more fully obeyed, these 
present-day problems will be solved. 
It is the birthright of every child to 
have a sound moral training from 
his earliest years. It is his right to 
have wholesome surroundings in 
home and school, and to be kept 
free from erroneous educational 
methods and other harmful materi- 
alistic influences. We pay much at- 
tention to the development of our 
natural resources. Let us give more 
of the right kind of attention to the 
development and care of our most 
precious charges, our children. Obe- 
dience to the law of God will meet 
this need, and do Justice to all indi- 
viduals, races, and nations This 
obedience will spiritualize and trans- 
form human experience. It will ele- 
vate society in general, "according 
to the pattern shewed ... in the 
mount,” and ensure the progressive 
victory of good over evil. 

There are today those who claim 
that Christianity has had its day. 
They admit thut it lias accomplished 
much good, but insist that the time 
has come for a "new order’ *The 
good work done by Christianity 
stands, and will stand. What we 
need is a fuller uiiluai)uu of that 


which Christianity makes possible. 
Christian Science has come in time 
to meet thli need. Individuals, 
groups, nations — Christendom in 
general— may well give heed to the 
wLse words written by Mrs. Eddy in 
"The First Church of Christ, Scien- 
tist. and Miscellany” <p. 200): “What 
holds us to the Christian life Is the 
seven-fold shield of honesty, purity, 
and unselfed love." 

It was customary for the children 
of Israel, at various stages of their 
Journey, to sing songs of triumph. 
Thus after crossing the Red S*a, 
Moses composed such a song, which 
Miriam, his sister. Joined with other 
Hebrew women in singing: "I will 
sing unto the Lord, for he hath tri- 
umphed gloriously. . . . The Lord la 
my strength and song, and he Ls be- 
come my salvation. . . . The Lord 
shall reign for ever and ever.” King 
David sang songs In gratitude for de- 
liverance from his enemies. Before 
Christ Jesus went to the garden of 
Gethsemane, prior to his crucifixion 
and his victory over death, we read 
that they sang a hymn. It ls In- 
deed true that when we face our 
difficulties with a song of triumph 
in our hearts and on our lips, the 
victory ls assured. 

The Revelator, speaking of the 
victory of Truth over error, writes: 
"And they sing the song of Moses 
the servant of God. and the song 
of the Lamb, saying. Great and 
marvellous are thy works. Lord God 
Almighty; Just and true are thy 
ways, thou King of saints. . . . For 
all nations shall come and worship 
before thee: for thy Judgments are 
made manifest.” 

Christianity, as restated and re- 
instated by Christian Science, 
teaches us how to demonstrate the 
power of Christ. Truth. It is the 
practical, satisfying religion of 
Christ, suited to the needs of the 
present, and perfectly adequate to 
meet every demand in the future. 

Whatever the problem or diffi- 
culty may be. whether it be one of 
sickness, sin, or lack, whether it be 
individual or national, the victory 
Is won through obedience to the law 
of God. At last, through the revela- 
tion of Christian Scier-e, the ap- 
plication of the divine law to every 
human need can be made with scien- 
tific certainty. It rests with each 
one of us to learn this law, and gain 
experience in its applicati .. We 
have the encouraging assurance of 
our Leader, Mrs. Eddy, written in 
Miscellaneous Writings" <p. 105), 
"Christian Science Is an everlasting 
victor, and vanquishment Ls unknown 
to the omnipresent Truth.”

Budget Reduced 
$11,750, Adopted 
By Aldermen 

At a special meeting on Monday 
night the Newton Board of Al- 
dermen by a vote of 18 to 1 adopt- 
ed the general budget reducing by 
only $11,750 the aggregate of $5,- 
667,618.32 recommended by Mayor 
Paul M. Goddard. 

The Water Department budget 
which is derived from water rev- 
enue was passed with a unanimous 
vote, the amount being only $1,900 
less than Mayor Goddard’s recom- 
mendation of $338,999.03. 

The actual appropriations passed 
on Monday night were $5,079,350.- 
94 for the general .budget and 
$314,154.53 as part of the amounts 
rccomndended by the mayor had 
already been appropriated this 
year. 

Chairman Theodore R. Lock- 
wood of the finanace committee, 
announcing that the city's surplus 
is the highest in its history, said 
that the indications were that if 
the city is permitted to use $100,- 
000 of the surplus funds to reduce 
the amount of the tax levy, the 
tax rate would remain the same. 
Otherwise, he said the rate would 
go up. At the end of last year, 
the general surplus was $1,525,673 
and the Water Department surplus 
was $235,081, making a total of 
$1,760,754. Taking out sums to 
offset tax titles and other require- 
ments, the net surplus is $1,611,- 
631. If the city is allowed to use 
$100,000 to reduce the tax levy, 
he said, it would still leave a net 
surplus of “over a million and 
half.” 

Vice president Albert P. Everts 
expressed high praiise for the 
service performed by Chairman 
Lockwood in consideration of the 
budget and presentation of his 
committee’s report. The other 
members of the .finance commit- 
tee are George A. Bacon, John E. 
Barwise, Vice President Everts, 
President Jamieson. Kenneth D.

ful, and although we have showers 
(crude ones) the water is turned 
off from 8:00 to 4:00 daily. In 
between times you wash your 
hands in a helmetful of water 
(same water all day, of course). 
It’s quite useless to wear any- 
thing except fatigues (Khaki- 
colored coveralls) and field boots. 
Until our mess hall is set up we 
are eating K-rations. Although 
they’re remarkably compact in the 
packaging they’re also remarka- 
bly dull — particularly since there 
are only three varieties, namely 
breakfast, lunch, and dinner. For 
breakfast there’s a can of egg 
yolk and pork, for lunch a can of 
cheese, and for dinner a can of 
pork and apple Hakes, Then there 
are always biscuits which are for 
all the world like hard tack, four 
cigarettes, a stick of gum, candy 
and coffee, fruit powder, bouillon. 
The food is eaten out of the can, 
of course, the liquid from a can- 
teen cup, and both consumed while 
you’re perched on a rock or a 
piece of board.” 

In a later letter Miss MacFar- 
lane says — “Most of the buildings 
are pretty well completed, and 
soon we should begin having pa- 
tients. Without patients you might 
not think there’d be any Red Cross 
wqrk to do, but I’ve heen kept 
surprisingly busy with various 
little* administrative details in- 
volved in getting set up. We’ve 
been doing a little planning for 
the furniture, etc., for our Rod 
Cross building, and I. as the so- 
cial worker have had quite a bit 
to do on communications for our 
enlisted men to their families in 
emergencies. There is a civilian 
internment camp here which the 
nurses (and us, of course) >n our 
unit were taken through . lt was 
another interesting, but this time 
smelly, experience. There were 
several young Japanese girls cut- 
ting up vegetables at a long tu- 
ble, and while they were wearing 
gauze mouth masks, two very dir- 
ty little kids were playing with 
the finished product at the other 
end of tlu* table.” 

A letter received within a few 
days states: “On u recent Sunday 
an ’Open House’ was held and wu J 
must have served at least three 
thousand cups of coffee, and ' 
smiled and chatted with a steady 
stream of men who came through 
the tent. It was a happy day be 
cause we had fresh m®«t and 
mashed potatoes, the first since j 
our arrival on the island.” [

RED CROSS AT MOVE . . . 

At home here, in Newton, the 
Roil Cross Chapter House is lo- 
cated on Foster st., Newtonville, 
and it’s probably the busiest bee- 
hive of activity in the city. The 
former family home of Mrs. Wil- 
liam L. Young, now of Sharon. N. 
H., who donated the mansion to 
the Red Cross in 1942, it is staff- 
ed with volunteers who care for 
the needs of servicemen and wom- 
en here abroad and for their fam- 
ilies at home. 

Mr. Charles R. Cabot is the 
Chapter Chairman, Mr. Charles B. 
Floyd head the War Fund and 
Mrs. Young, who journeys in from 
New Hampshire twice each week, 
is Chairman of the Volunteer Serv- 
ices Mrs. Maurice B. Strauss, 
Chairman of the Public Informa- 
tion Committee, told us of the var- 
ious Chapter activities the other 
day and of the unpaid volunteers 
who carry on daily. We’d need 
a book to record them all. 

There’s the Home Service De- 
partment, for instance. Under 
the direction of Mrs. Ethel 
Knight and Mrs. John Chase, this 
department has forged an un- 
breakable link between the serv- 
iceman and the folks at home. 
Last year they aided 1,570 New- 
ton families. Mrs. Robert W. 
Moore, Jr.’s nurses Aides have 
been working around the clock in 
the Newton Hospital, Cushing 
General, in Framingham, and at 
the Peabody Home for Crippled 
Children, Oak Hill. The Nurses 
Aides also assist the District Nurs- 
ing Association, attending the ill 
in their homes throughout the city. 

Two bands of Gray Ladies, one 
at the Marine Hospital with Mrs. 
Fred Stritzinger 3t*d, Chairman, 
the other, Chairman Mrs. Earl M. 
Dempsey’s group at the Newton 
Hospital, do just about everything 
that needs doing in both hospitals 
— plus providing cigarettes, writ- 
ing paper, gum, magazines, etc., 
for the patients. Both the Nurses 
Aides and the Gray Ladies have 
been responsible for keeping open 
several wards in the Newton Hos- 
ital that would otherwise have 
een closed because of the lack of 
doctors and nurses. That’s an- 
other kind of a reconi, too, that 
will be duly recorder, and it’s men- 
tioned bore for no other reason 
than to let those of your who’ve 
been worrying about the folks at 
home, know that that without any 
fanfare or desire for personal ac- 
claim, these Red Cross people, your 
neighbors, are really bearing down 
in a friendly and efficient manner, 
so’s to keep your folks healthy and 
happy. 

CA.V’7’ REPORT IT ALL . . . 

There’s so much about the New- 
ton Red (’mss Chapter that could 
he. and should lie. reported, that 
this account isn’t even going to be- 
gin to scratch the surface. Time 


and space is rapidly writing finis 
to the Merry-Go-Round’s spin this 
week. So. briefly, here’s a couple 
of three more Functions of your 
local Red Cross you probably have- 
n’t caught up with and may be 
happy to know. 

The Canteen Corps, Mrs. Ern- 
est McClure, Chairman, works with 
servicemen going and returning 
from overseas. Mrs Stanley Stead- 
fast’s Motor Corps covers thous- 
ands of miles on civilian and mili- 
tary missions. They take blood 
donors to Blood Donor Centers, 
Newton children of servicemen to 
hospitals for medical treatment 
and drive for the Chelsea Naval 
Hospital, Cushing General, Fort 
Devens and Camp Miles Standish, 
in addition to innumerable local 
chores. Chairman Mrs. C. Terry 
Collens of the Blood Donors Com- 
mittee, arranged for 145 donors’ 
admittance to the Boston Collection 
Center during the first three weeks 
in February. Incidentally, the 
famous “Gallon Club” was the 
Newton Chapter’s idea. Ben Louis, 
What’s Cookin’ editor, is a member 
of the club. There are over 100 
others. 

VOLUXTEERS . . . 

3,000 volunteers were making 
surgical dressings, at one time, 
under the direction of Mrs. Charles 
E. Spence Jr. If some Camp or 
Hospital calls in for a piano, or 
furnishings for a room, or maybe 
500 books. Mrs. Edward Cannon’s 
Camp and Hospital Council just 
goes somewhere, anywhere, and 
gets ’em. They never miss. They 
have provided thousands of Christ- 
mas presents for men on ships, 
too. Mrs. Leo Concannon is 
Chairman of Staff Assistants. 

The list goes on and on. Chair- 
man Mrs. Frank Lowell’s Diet- 
itian Aides assist at the Newton 
Hospital and in the Chapter 
House. Chairman Mrs. B. A. 
Thresher’s Home Nursing Teach- 
ers coach parents in the care of 
families. They are also conduct- 
ing eight classes in the ‘care of 
the sick.’ With doctors and nurses 
at a premium, these service arc 
particularly valuable and neces- 
sary. Mrs. C. C. Mooney’s Teach- 
ers of First Aid are busier now 
than at any time since 1942. At 
that time they taught 5,000 mem- 
bers of the A.R.P. Nutrition Chair- 
man Mrs. John Heibcch started 
three classes this month. Mrs. 
George Rawson’s Teachers of Arts 
and Skills journey to Cushing Hos- 
pital, so’s to help the boys interest- 
ed in craft, sculpture, painting, 
etc., and Mrs. 1\ E. Eden Chair- 
man, and the Educational Aides, 
most of whom ate teachers and 
professional people, also give of 
their Eduational guidance at Cush- 
ing. 

NOT ALL OF IT . . . 

That isn’t all ot it — it’s just 
merely a prefuce of what goes on 
and gets its start in the Red Cross 
Chapter House on Foster st., New- 
tonville. Most of the people up 
there give eight hours of their 
time each day— ami they’re unpaid! 
That, brethren, is the height of 
something or other in this day ami 
age -and definite proof of their 
absolute sincerity and efficiency.

A week ago. Mr. Ralph Emery 
of the Newton Red Cross, accom- 
panied by Mrs. Frederick Ather- 
son. a member of the local Chap- 
ter's Ambulance Corps, attended 
the Kiwanis Club's r.oon meeting 
at the V. and while reviewing 
world wide Red Cross activities. 
Mr. Emery told, among other 
things, of the organizion’s ef- 
forts in behalf of American pris- 
oners of war in German and Jap- 
anese prison camps. 

We’d all heard and read aboy.t 
the treatment accredited Ameri- 
can prisoners of war in the Jap 
camps and being as how it seems 
reasonable to suppose the Ger- 
mans don’t have too much to give 
prisoners in the food or other de- 
partments either. Mr. Emery’s 
first hand account of what the 
Red Cross accomplishes in the 
tremendous task of keeping the 
imprisoned men fed, clothed and 
in good health is a record for the 
book, and will certainly be in- 
scribed therein to the ever-living 
and everlasting credit of this great 
volunteer organization. 

To all of you who read ’What’s 
Cookin’ ' and who, maybe, have 
been wondering and worrying con- 
cerning the fate of former pals 
now behind barbed wire in enemy 
territory, the following, we hope, 
will help a little. It’s Mr. Emery 
again: 

CAPTVRE PARCELS . . . 

-The task of getting medicines, 
food, clothing and various other 
nccc>sities of life to war prisoners 
in Japan is a difficult one, due to 
the fact Japan is not a member of 
the International Red Cross. ^ The 
international Red Cross !n Switz- 
erland, however, is gett’ng the vit- 
ally needed supplies to every man 
possible. 

“A capture parcel” containing 
pajamas, underwear, socks, sweat- 
er. shaving kit, gum. cigarettes, 
shoe polish and two cakes of soap 
is usually the first Red Cross pur- 
cel received by a prisoner of war. 
The soap, unobtainable in enemy 
territory, s a great bargaining 
agent. Two American prisoners 
once traded a couple of bars for 
freedom. 

Every week a food kit contain- 
ing meat, cheese, corned beef 


hash, enough powdered milk to pro- 
vide one pint per day, C rations 
and chocolate bars is received by 
each prisoner and contains enough 
nutriment to keep the man in good 
health." 

That’s the story, in part, of the 
Red Cross and the gents you’ve 
known as partners and buddies, 
who are now prisoners of the en- 
emy in Germany and Japan. 
Thanks to the Red Cross they will

Volume of Life 
Insurance Increased

Montague- P. Ford, of 112- In- 
stitution street, Newton, president 
of the Boston Life Underwriters 
Association announced the largest 
volume of new insurance business 
since 1939. .V'. Ford said that the 
latest figures of the Research 
Bureau for November 1944 show 
thnt sales for the entire country 
were more than 34 per cent above 
the November average for the pre- 
ceding five years. According to 
Best’s reports a trend starting in 
March 1943, resulted in more life 
insurance being purchased in 
every nonth 1944 than in the cor- 
responding month . of the preced- 
ing years. 

Frpm the annual report of one 
of the largest companies, Mr. 
Ford was able to state; “That

AVERAGE WAGE IN 
FACTORIES DECREASE 

The opening of the year started 
a downward trend in employment 
and pay roll earnings in Newton 
manufacturing plants, the State 
Deparment of Labor and Indus- 
tries reported today. 

Seventeen plants in Newton re- 
ported a decrease if 3.2 per cent 
in the number of wage earners 
employed, a slump of 9.1 per cent 
in total wages paid, and a drop of 
6.1 in average weekly earning. 
The average weekly earnings 
dropped to $37.74. 

Xhe decrease in factory employ- 
ment and wages in the state as a 
whole was not as extensive. 

The total number of wage-earn- 
ers employed in 2,107 represen- 
tative manufacturing establish- 
ments covered by reports filed 
with the Department of Labor and 
Industries, in connection with its 
monthly survey of employment 
and earnings, was 489,311 for the i 
week including or ending nearest 
the 15th of January — a decrease 
of 5,724 employees, or 1.2 per cent, 
when compared with 495,035 em- 
ployed in these same establish- 
ments during the corresponding 
week in December, 1944. The 
amount of the weekly puy rolls 
for all manufacturing establish- 
ments reporting was $21,740,831 
for the same week in January — 
a decrease of $555,664, or 2.5 per 
cent us compared with the amount 
for December, 1944 ($22,296,495).

The additional funds 
appropriated by the board on Mon- 
day night are for financing de- 
livery of this coal where such 
emergency may arise.

USS HANSON NAMED 
FOR LATE NEWTON 
MARINE LIEUTENANT 

Honoring the late First Lieu- 
tenant Robert Murray Hanson, U. 
S. Marine Corps Reserve, of New- 
tonvillc, the destroyer USS Han- 
son was launched March 11, at the 
Bath Iron Works Corporation, 
Bath, Maine. 

Lieutenant Hanson was posthu- 
mously awarded the Medal of Hon- 
ro, highest American military dec- 
oration, for “gallantry and in- 
trepidity at the ri.sk of his life 
above and beyond the call of duty” 
whim, as a fighter pilot, he at- 
tacked six enemy torpedo bombers 
on November L 1943, over Bou- 
gainville Island, and then he 
brought down four Japanese 
Zeros while fighting them alone on 
January 24, 1944, over New Britain 
Island. He was killed in action 
on Februury 3, 1944, when his 
plane crashed into the sea while 
on an escort million over Rabaul, 
New Britain. 

The son of the Reverend and 
Mrs. Harry A. Hanson, of 31 
Brooks avenue, Newtonville, Lieu- 
tenant Hanson also was awarded 
the Navy Cross and the Air Medal 
for his daring exploits as a Ma- 
rine Corps fighter plane pilot. His 
mother, who was presented the 
Medal of Honor at a public cere- 
mony on Boston Common last fall, 
christened tho destroyer which will 
carry her soil's name back into 
battle. 

Lieutenant Hanson was born in 
Lucknow, India, on February 4, 


1920, when his parents were serv- 
ing there as Methodist mission- 
aries. At an early age Lieutenant 
Hanson came to the United States. 
After attending junior high school 
at Newtonville. he returned to 
India and subsequently became 
light-heavyweight and heavy- 
weight wrestling champion of the 
United Provinces. 

He was attending Hamline Uni- 
versity at St. Paul, Minnesota, at 
the time of Pearl Harbor, and 
the following May he enlisted for 
navy flight training. He won his 
wings and a Marine Corps com- 
mission as Second Lieutenant at 
Corpus Christi, Texas, on Febru- 
ary 19, 1943. In May, 1943, he 
went overseas, and in July, joined 
the First Marine Aircraft Wing. 
He was promoted to First Lieu- 
tenant on September 1, 1943. 

Lieutenant Hanson, who was a 
member of the renowned Fighting 
Corsairs Squadron, is credited 
with bringing down twenty-five 
enemy Japanese planes — twenty of 
which he shot down in six con- 
secutive flying days.

Letter from Lt.-Col. 
Richard H. Lee 

The following letter was writ- 
ten h.v former Alderman Richard 
H. Lee to hi* family. Because of 
the interesting experiences he de 
scribes, we publish it here. — Kd. 

Somewhere in France 
January 27, 1945 

I have just completed a trip, 
and it proved to he a cold time of 
year to go travelling. Most of the 
way I went in an open jeep. The 
road was icy and there was snow 
on the ground. I unrolled my 
sleeping hag and pulled it over 
me ns far as my armpits and sat 
in it thus, and found the going 
more comfortable. We pulled into 
Paris one early evening. I went 
over to one of the officers’ messes. 
Found one of my Fort Leaven- 
worth instructors there and he 
told me about some others. One 
was wounded before St. Lo and 
another was just cited for his 
work in holding Bastogne. 

After supper I decided to look 
up some people whose address 
Mary S. had written me, Dr. and 
Mrs! P. I took the metro to a sta- 
tion near the address. The sub- 
way was crowded with cheerful 
looking people as usual. Outside 
it was snowing, and with the 
blackout I found it impossible to 
read street signs, so I kept asking 
for directions. After a good deal 
of walking I came into a paved 
court yard that seemed to be in 
the center of an apartment block. 
The place was blacked out and ap- 
peared deserted. I finally found 
the concierge who directed me to 
one of the dark hallways and an 
upper floor. 

As the door I was met by a 
woman with snowy white hair but 
otherwise young appearing. She 
was Mme.. P., born in Springfield, 
Mass., and graduate of Boston 
City Hospital. She spoke English 
with a decided New England ac- 
cent. She said they were just 
having dinner with some guests 
and invited me to have some. 1 
declined to eat since 1 had just 
come frpm supper, but I went in 
and sat at the table. Dr. P. was 
a solid looking man with a van 
dyke beard, such as doctors aie 
supposed to wear. The guests were 
two Dutch medical students. I sat 
beside one of them and Mrs. P. 
rushed to the kitchen to finish the 
dinner while the gas was on. They 
have gas for only one hour each 
evening, and you have to cook 
dinner then or eat it cold. 

One Dutch student had escaped 
Germany by swimming across 
Lake Constance at night to the 
Swiss shore. I asked him what he 
did for clothes and he said he 
swam fully clothed because he 
knew he would need clothes once 
he got, across. He contacted some 
people there who sent him to 
France. He said that Mme. P. 
had been one of the people who 
helped him to get back to Eng- 
land and freedom. The other guest 
chimed in to say that she was 
very brave and that the Gestapo 
had tried hard to find her. They 
had caught some fugitives and 
tortured them to find out where 
they stayed in Paris but they died 
without giving any clues evidently. 

While we were talking about 
her she came in with a big dish 
of macaroni which seemed to be 
the main part of the meal. She 
claimed that she hadn’t dona much. 
She said there were many empty 
rooms in the building and she hid 
fugitives in some while the police 
were searching others. The Dr., 
her husband, said she had gone 
out in the country and smuggled 
in food, which was very difficult. 
She changed the conversation and 
wanted to know how Mary S. was. 
I •could tell her little. I asked if 
she had received the letter Mary 
had written and she said she had 
not. She had only two letters 
from America in* four years. 

The Dr. and guests soon began 
to ask me what America would 
do when the war was won. They 
were afraid we would be nice to 
the Germans. They said we did 
not know the Germans as they

did. They were systematically 
brutal, the Germans, and Would 
consider gentleness a sign of weak- 
ness. They would make almost 
any promises to secure their free- 
dom, but inwardly they would 
continue to prepare for the next 
war. They firmly believed that 
Germans were born to rule, and 
lesser peoples to be their slaves. 
The Dutch students said that they 
were thrown out of medical school 
when the Germans occupied Hol- 
land, because higher education 
was only for the master race. 
They had seen people beaten to 
death, and starved and terrorized, 
and now they feared the Ameri- 
cans would pardon the men who 
had done it, and turn them loose 
to begin a new war. Many people 
have said similar things to me. I 
couldn’t tell them much except 
that we were setting up courts to 
try war criminals and our states- 
men have promised that they 
would not let them escape. 

The dining room was very chilly. 
The Dr. wore his overcoat and 
one of the guests kept a woolen 
muffler around his neck. They 
said that there was no heat at ail 
except the gas stove for cooking. 
They pretended to make light of 
the lack of heat, but it is really 
serious. Many people have be- 
come seriously sick from the com- 
bination of unusually severe win- 
ter and lack of coal. While we 
were sitting there the electric 
lights went out. They quickly 
lighted candles. The lights going 
off is a common occurrence, they 
said. 

After dinner the Dr. went to a 
closet and produced a bottle of 
champagne and poured glasses for 
all. Then he proposed a toast — 
“To Mary S. and the United 
States.” We drank to that and felt

Evidence that telephone service 
has been made readily available to 
New England farmers is found in 
figures published by the United 
States Census Bureau as a result 
of the 1940 census, according to a 
statement by the New England 
Telephone Si Telegraph Company. 

“In the New England States,” 
the Company says, “nearly half of 
all farms had telephone service, 
a figure nearly equal to telephone 
use in urban areas ranging up to 
big-city size. And the United States 
loads all the world in scope and 
quality of its telephone service. 

“While no later farm census 
figures are available the Company 
sl.at.*s the percentage of farms 
with telephone service have risen 
some since 1940, although war re- 
strictions on the extension of lines 
have retarded the Company’s pro- 
gram for extension of rural serv- 
ice during the past three years. 
Even so. more than 350,000 farm 
telephones have been installed in 
the United States since 1940 and 
New England has had at least its 
share of this growth, perhaps 
more than its share. 

“The growth might have been 
more -apid since 1940 except for 
the extensive rural sales campaign 
carried on in the late ’30s, which 
brought service to many thousands 
of new people. At that time, we 
canvassed the area throughly, 
built hundreds of miles of new 
lines, and at various times de- 
veloped new methods of construc- 
tion and new equipment which al- 
lowed us to bring service to the 
outlying areas on the most eco- 
nomical basis. 4 

“In seeping with our policy of 
liberalizing construction practices 
wherever practicable, we have filed 
with the Mass. Department of 
Public Utilities a new schedule 
which increases from a quarter 
mile to a half mile *e length of 
line we will construct without 
charge on public highways for 
each customer — after the war of 
course— when materials become 
available.

tives of these boards meeting at 
Toronto in January, 1945, i.ts staff 
is being increased to include a 
total of 13 full-time secretaries, 
with departmental responsibilities 
in areas such as East Asia, the 
Philippines, India. Africa, the 
Middle East, Europe and Latin 
America, and in such phases of 
mission work as rural missions, 
medicine, literacy, and literature. 
As chairman of the Secretarial 
Council, Dr. Fairfield will be re- 
sponsible for the coordination ami 
effectiveness of the work of the 
Conference. 

Dr. Fairfield has been associ- 
ated with the American Board 
since his appointment in 1909 as 
a missionary to China, which he 
reached in 1910. He served as a 
missionary in church und educa- 
tional work in Taiku, Shansi un- 
til 1929, for the last ten j'ears 
being associated with the Oberlin 
Shansi Memorial Schools, of which 
he was dean and treasurer. 

Since 1929, he has served as 
associate secretary und foreign 
secretary in the home office of the 
American Board, und has been 
active in the development of in- 
terdenominational cooper utive 
work in foreign missions. He was 
u consultant for Japan for the 
initial stages in 1930-31 of the 
Layman’s Foreign Missions In- 
quiry which resulted in the pub- 
lication of the report “Rethinking 
Missions.”

As our armies move more surely 
and inexorably into Germany it- 
self, The Yankee Kitehenoars and 
Carolyn keep bedevilling Ken to 
tell us more about the places where 
they are as Ken spent a summer 
in Germany in 1933. 

Monday, he talked about Dussel- 
dorf, an ancient city that started 
in 1159 as a fishing villnge. Later 
the Dukes and Electors moved in 
and Dusseldorf became a center 
of art and science. Later, the 
Gormans have tried to impress us 
that Dusseldorf is still h center 
of the arts but Ken says their 
chief claim to artistic fame is the 
possession of two of Rubens’ poor- 
er canvasses and the fact that 
Heine was born there though he 
moved to Paris to write his lyrical 
poetry. However, Ken says that 
the Saint Andrews Church is ad- 
mirable as are the Museum of In- 
dustrial Art and the famous Ren- 
naissance Kunst Hall. There is 
a State Theater in Dusseldorf too 
— or was, if it has been destroyed 
which is probable. 

The mention of a theater starts 
Carolyn off on a tide of reminis- 
cence. We enjov so much hearing 
from old friends and we had just 
received a letter from an old friend 
whom Carolyn had known when 
she was a little girl. At Hancock 
Point in Maine, Carolyn with the 
other children used to have plays 
every summer — their own plays, 
written and produced by them- 
selves. And Phe still feels horror 
remembering the pin'* in which she 
bobbed and capered through a 
“ballet” as a petal of the Flower 
of Purity and tossed ros<» petals 
out, over the audience. In those 
rose petals was one ambitious 
green inch-worm who landed on the 
polished head of dignified Judge 
Emery and disrupted the honeful 
grace and apinness of the ballet. 

We both lr-ve children and al- 
ways feel a little thrill when we 
hear about the children in the 
Yankee Kitchen and we naturally 
compare them with our own. Ken 
is delighted when he hears of : 
little Karen whom he can com- 
pare with his own laughter and 
Carolyn is excited when she hears 
of a David to compare with her 
son. Reports of Karens and Davids 
come pouring in, in the mail and 
we are tabulating them. So far 
the Davids ire in the lead by a 
wide margin. 

Monday evening, we joined a 
Round Table discussion of the work 
of the Red Cross. Louise Morgan 
svmbnlizes the work of the Red 
Cross as the helping hand of a 
WOMAN — and she brings lumps 
to our throats with her moving ap- 
peal. Cedric Foster tells the story 
of two valiant twins who met on 
the battlefield — one. an Armv offi- 
cer — the other, a Red Cross dough- 


nut girl. And he reminda us that 
the Red Cross gives everything 
from blood to doughnuts — a slogan 
which we think tells the great 
story. Ken and Carolyn are im- 
pressed especially with the work 
the Red Cross does through Home 
Service and feel humble in the 
face of such unselfish service. 

Tuesday was a great day in the 
Yankee Kitchen. Aa we went on 
the air, our army was on the 
fringes of Cologne and Ken was 
discussing Cologne — its ancient 
beauty — its great Cathedral of 
mysterious legend. We knew that 
Cologne was being battered ter- 
ribly and hope with all our hearts 
that the Nazis will soon admit 
their defeat and admit that democ- 
racy and respect for human rights 
have vanquished the dark old be- 
liefs of might and slavery. In the 
midst of our discussion the news 
came in th; t Cologne had fallen 
and we were the first radio pro 
gram in New England to give the 
news. We were so deeply touched 
that the broadcast wobbled badly 
but we knew that people under- 
stood. 

It was hard to get back to our 
job, but with the help of Old Troop- 
er Allen Wood, we did. Allen an- 
swered many uestions people had 
sent in about their plants and dis- 
cover to our amazement that the 
acidity of tomatoes may depend 
greatly on the way they are 
pruned. 

We are glad to see our modern 
housewives taking so cheerfully to 
the ancient art of using herbs. 
Rosemary is a sweet herb to con- 
sider — and to use. Rosemary for 
remembrance — one of the most fra- 
grant of herbs, used by the Italian! 
to flavour lamb — we use it to fla 
vour our spinach and rice and 
fluffy little biscuits. There is _ 
legend that the rosemary flower 
was once white; but on her flight 
into Egypt, the Virgin Mary hung 
her linen on a rosemary bush to 
dry, and the flowers have been blue 
ever since in he memory 

Izaak Walton advised anglers 
to dress their trout with “a hand- 
ful of sliced horseradish root and 
a handsome faggot of rosemary” 
and we know that in some Euro- 
pean countries some people use 
rosemary to stuff aromatic pil- 
lows. 

Old legends like this fascinate 
us — and so do the old, traditional 
foods. We love chowders — and this 
week, we found a place to eat great 
fish chowders and the plumpest 
oysters ever opened. The Chowder 
Bowl on Cerher street is a new 
place to eat — but it’s in an ancient 
building, the old Cerver House, 
once a theatrical boarding house it 
the dnvs of hoop skirts and patch- 
Carver Street is an ancient 
cobbled street, almost forgotten

now— a little, dim corner of old 
Boston. At evening, you almost 
expect the town crier to come 
along with his bell and call, “Nine 
o’clock — all’s abed and all’s well! 

H's high time we considered 
food. When meal rationing first 
started, Ken and Carolyn pitched 
right in to describe tbo various 
good ways one could cook the fa- 
mous variety meats. Nobody 
liked it and loud were the wails 
of distaste. Times have rhnnged 
— and our mail is full of questions 
now— HOW to cook variety meats? 
We oblige with a couple of good 
receipts. 

Ken suggests Iamb hearts, care- 
fully washed and then the hearts 
are rolled in flour and browned in 
hot fat. Bacon fat is most savoury 
hut if that is unavailable, use drip- 
pings or lard. Then the browned 
hearts go i n a roasting pan with 
sliced onions over them. Add a 
cup of tomatoes, half a cup of wa- 
ter and cook slowly and covered 
on top of the stove until the hearts 
are tender — two or three hours. 
After the first hour’s cooking, add 
a cup of sliced carrots and a little 
more waer as it cooks away. Sea- 
son it and make gravy to serve 
over the hearts. 

Carolyn suggests the Penncylva- 
nia Dutch trick with kidneys. Slice 
them fine and sprinkle them with 
powdered cloves and grated lemon 
peel. Then slice onions fine and 
brown them lightly, add the sliced 
kidneys and simmer them until the 
juice stops flowing. Then sprinkle 
lightly with flour, add a little herb 
vinegar, some broth or bouillon, 
season to taste and cook till ten- 
der. 

As the season *for spring house 
cleaning approaches, George 
Graves is alarmed by the urge to 
clean gardens. He warns against 
raking the leaves out from under 
hedges and he is totally against 
bonfires. Compost is the love of his 
heart — and that means easier 
week-ends for us all.

Highland Glee Club 
Concert Attracts 
Large Audience 

Tho Spring Concert of the High- ( 
land Glee Club was held Tuesday 
evening. March 13, at the Newton 
High School Auditorium before a 
large and enthusiastic audience. 
The Club was assisted by Mr. 
Ralph Tailby, baritone, and the 
guest artist was Georg Fior, dis- 
tinguished Boston pianist. In ad- 
dition, the Club was very much 
honbred by having Richard Dono- 
van, Professor of Music at the 
Yale School of Music and Conduc- 
tor of the New Haven Symphony 
Orchestra, come up from New 
Haven to conduct his own compo- 
sition. .

Masons Hear 
Casady on 
Insurance 

Speaking on “The IF in ThrlFt” 
at a meeting today of Norumbega I 
Lodge. A.F. & A.M., Newtonville, 
March 12, 1945, Clyde S. Casady, 
executive secretary of the Say- 
ings Bank Life Insurance Council, 
discussed probable post-war trends 
in life insurance, with particular 
reference to the huge total of 
U. S. Government Insurance now 
held by members of the armed 
forces, the sizable amount of 
group insurance issued to workers 
in war industries, and the devel- 
opment of Social Security benefits. 

Mr. Casady expressed the hope 
that returning servicemen would 
convert at least part of their 
present Government insurance to 
the permanent National Life In- 
surance policies. He stated that 
the cost of Government insurance 
is low, l>enefits are liberal, and 
the policies contain several valu- 
able provisions not obtainable 
from private companies. 

The speaker predicted a sub- 
stantial replacement demand for 
new insurance from those who 
may be forced to drop present pro- 
tection as a result of unemploy- 
ment or sharply reduced income 
during the period of readjustment 
to peace time industrial operation. 
The probable termination of many 
group insurance policies during 
this period will bring home to 
many workeVs that this type of 
protection is not a sound substi- 
tute for permanent forms of pro- 
tection. He feels that Social Se- 
curity payments to increasing 
numbers of people who reach re- 
tirement age, and to widows with 
children, will tend to increase the 
popularity among other persons of 
both annuities and life insurance

Newton Missionary 
Released from Jap 
Internment Camp 

— o — 

Mrs. Lucille J. Downs of 144 
Hancock street, Auburndale. has 
just received, through the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, her first letter 
from ner husband, Rev. Darley 
Downs, recently released from Loe 
Banos internment camp in the 
Philippine Islands. Both Mr. and 
Mrs. Downs are Congregational 
missionaries of the American 
Board of Foreign Missions, and at 
present Mrs. Downs is serving in 
the Foreign Department national 
headquarters, 14 Beacon street, 
Boston. 

Mr. Downs reports that he sat 
with tears running down his cheeks 
as. he read the letters from home 
which reached him through the 
Red Cross. His weight, he report- 
ed. was down to 118. His normal 
weight, says Mrs. Downs, is around 
165. 

"The food here will soon make a 
difference. I had just the regular 
meal all day, but parts of two 
cans of corned beef and two cans 
of spam made up with a few hand- 
fuls of rice,” adds Mr. Downs. Ho 
pays great tribute to the work of 
the Army and the Red Cross in 
managing the la’-ge number of 
refugees with onlv a fev» days of 
preparation and with hostility 
still in progress. “They are doing 
a grand job,” he writes. 

Although Mrs. Downs has re- 
ceived no official notice from 
Washington of her husband’s re- 
lease. all other Congregational 
missionaries in Los Banos have 
been reported, and prior to the 
personal letter which reached her 
in Boston today she had heard in- 
directly through a correspondent 
of the Chicago TRIBUNE. This 
newspaper man on duty in the 
Philippines had relayed to his 
paper a message from Mr. Downs 
to Mr. C. F. Jarrard of Berwyn 
Illinois, brother of Mrs. Downs, 
stationg: “Safe Well Happy. Am 
Unbelievably Grateful To Uncle 
Sam And His Son.” 

Mrs. Downs has been separated 
from her husband since March 
1941 at which date American mis- 
sionary mothers with children were 
requested by the U. S. State De- 
partment to leave Japan. Mr. 
Downs remained in Japan until 
August 1941 when he went to 
Dansalan. Philippine Islands for 
temporary service on Mindanao 
with the American Board Mission 
there. Following Pearl Harbor he 
was Interned first in Davao, then 
in Manila, then at Los Banos. 

Mr. Downs was a teacher. Mis- 
sion Secretary and Director of the 
School of Japanese Language and 
Culture in Tokyo. For a time he 
was instructor at Kobe College. He 
’was born and educated in Colorado 
and is a graduate of Denver Uni- 
versity (class of 1917). 

Mr. Downs has a son, Lt. A. J. 
Downs, in the U. S. Marine Corps, 
now in active service in the Pa- 
cific; a daughter, Portia A. 
Downs, freshman at Northwestern 
University; and a second son, Ray 
Downs 12 years old, a pupil in the 
Warren Junior High School of 
West Newton. His mother is Mrs.

Most of us have come to know the usual pattern of military 
victory in the war against the Axis — how first the bombers and 
the heavy puns prepare the way, then the engineers clear the 
obstacles and the mines, and finally the iniantry drives forward 
to gain and hold another mile or many miles of what had been 
enemy territory.

Virtually all of them are without suffi- 
cient clothing, shoes and bedding— the lack of which already 
has cost and still is costing unnumbered human lives. 

Is any victory complete which docs not also achieve, in 
some degree, the restoration of those who are to be our partners 
in the peace which final victory will bring? 

If their ruined homes are to be rebuilt, and their ruined 
towns and cities— if they are to resume lives of self-supporting 
usefulness— if they are to be enabled to help themselves and also 
help us in shaping a better and more livable world — they, at 
least should have sufficient clothing to cover their bodies and 
protect or restore their health. 

Such clothing is available here in America. W e do not have 
to strip ourselves to provide it. We merely have to visit our 
attics or other storage places used for our SPARE outgrown, 
outmoded and forgotten suits, dresses, shoes, underwear and 
bedding; gather up these unneeded but still serviceable things, 
and contribute them to the United National Clothing Collection 
which opens on April 1 and continues throughout that month. 

Let's follow the G. I. Joes with our discarded clothes— and 
so make each military victory truly complete. 

Collection depots will be set up all over Newton during the 
month of April.

To Speak on Russia

“Russia in the War and Post War

Politics With 
Color

In jrdcr that I may not be ac- 
cused of writing a typical hot- 
weatner column, let me say at the 
outset that this is the first in a 
shrles of carefully planned steps 
to remind the voters of Newton 
that we have a citv election coming 
up this fall. Furthermore, present 
indications are that this election 
will not be a peaceful routine af- 
fair. Two years ago, on November 
2, we had a pathetic turnout of 
only 5,o90 voters, which was 16.4 
per cent of the registered vote of 
35,867. In 1941 we had*62 per cent 
voting and in 1939 we had 59 per 
cent. One reason, of course, for 
this sm.rp decline was the ab- 
sence of a contest for the Mayor- 
alty. Mayor Goddard was given a 
third term without opposition, 
whereas previously he had been 
obliged to turn back the threaten- 
ing candidacy of our perennial 
Mayor Edwin O. Childs. 

Let us now glance ahead a bP. 
No formal statements have as yot 
been issued. However, the political 
grapevine assures me that there 
will he at least three candidates in 
the race for Mayor, ^ayor God- 
dard has not committed himself 
to date. Many well-informed people 
think it more than likely that he 
will run for a fourth term; others, 
equally well-informed, have a 
hunch that he will retire in favor 
of some man of equal strength 
and prestige One possible reason 
for /oluntary retit ement would De 
the fact that no Mayor in our his- 
tory save Mayor Childs has been 
elected fot MORE than thria 
terms. Former U. S. Senator Sin- 
clair Weeks served three consecu 
cive terms, ending Jan. 1, 1936. At 
that point he ran for the U. S. 
Senate against Henry Cabot 
Lodge Ji. 

Now, whe* are some of the like- 
ly candidates to succeed our Itfayor 
in the event that he should sten 
down? Looking over the roster of 
the Board of Aldermen— a mo<L 
natural procedure — we find the 
names of President Joseph B. 
Jamiason of Ward 6 and Alderman 
Theodore R. Lockwood of Ward 7. 
I hj^ve it on excellent authority 
that the President of the Board 
could nave had the somewhat du- 
bious honor of fighting former 
Mayor Childs in 1939 if his busi- 
ness interests at that time had per- 
mitted. Nobody knows what wou<d 
have Happened if Jamieson rather 
than Goddard had been the opposi- 
tion candidate. Opinions vary, 
partly oecause the men in question 
are oi different types. Both are 
conservatives and both have been 
outstanding public servants. Both 
men would draw the bulk of their 
support from the same elements in 
the city 

Jamieson is stronger today than 
he would have been in 1939, chiefly 
because he is far better known to 
the voters as a whole. He makes a 
fine presiding officer of the Board 
and he is universally liked. Aider- 
man Lockwood is a political comer. 
He ia one of the veterans on the 
Board and he is also .a World War 
1 veteian. He has many and varied 
connections which would be a great 
political asset. He, too, is very 
well liked by the average citizen. 
His post at. chairman of the 
Finance Committee of the Board 
nas givm him a keen insight into 
the problems of the city and hii 
work m behalf of the world war 
veterans has brought out the more 
human side of the man. 

Bear In mind that the above ia 
predicated on the theory that 
Mayor Goddard will not run for a 
fourth term. If he decides to go 
back it is a very safe bet that 
neither Alderman Jamieson nor 
Alderman Lockwood will oppose 
him. 

So much for the more conserva- 
tive side of the picture next fall. 
Regaruless of what any of the 
above-named gentlemen may do 
the mances are very good that 
there will be at least two other 
candidates who wih stake out their 
claims on the basis of greater lib- 
eralism in the held of politics. 
The oest-known, at the moment, is 
former Alderman Dennis M. 
Cronin ot Auburnaale, who served 
quite a stretch in the Board >f 
Aldermen and then made a strong 
attempt to land the Democratic 
nomination for Congress. Since 
that time Cronin has apparently 
been piaying possum. However 1 
know this hard-hitting gentleman 
very well indeed and I would bo 
the last man to deprecate h;3 
chance of success especially n 
a wide-open field. He plays all the 
angles and knows many of the 
answers Let thost who frequently 
disagree with him on the Board 
and a' ho may oe inclined to dis- 
count his chances remember thi.t 
he is a good organizer and that his 
appeal will be made to more than 
one group. 

This brings me to the other poi- 
sible andidate of the so-called 
liberals, Hugh Boyd, a former as- 
sistant District Attorney of Mid- 
dlesex Countv und the occupant if 
the u.fice adjoining former Mayor 
Childs in Newton Corner. Here we 
have another very capable and re- 
sourceful worker in the political 
vineya.-d. At the Tnoment he holds 
a responsible position in organ 
ized tabor and seems to be doing 
very nicely, thank yGu. My recol- 
lection is that in the olden duv< 
Cronir wa- known as a good or- 
ganizer and Boyd at) a keen 
strategist. Boyd will bear watch- 
ing. „

Letter to the Editor 

The Administration and the 
people of the United States wish 
to make every effort to aid in the 
adjustment of G. I. Joe from army 
to civilian life, to aid him in find- 
ing a suitable job, ai.d to get him 
an>i millions of his buddies back 
on n peace-time basis. Already 
many service men have been dis- 
charged and are back in civilian 
life. Millions more will be dis- 
charged in the months or years 
immediately ahead. Many of these 
service men have become married 
since they entered the service and 
many more have already acquired 
a family. As they go into civilian 
life and start to work on their new 
jobs, they require housing of some 
sort. 

The so-called G. I. Bill, making 
it possible for service men to fi- 
nance the purchase of a home with 
no down payment, is of no help to 
the vast majority of these return- 
ing service men. Real estate prices 
are too high, and their earnings 
as they start on their new jobs 
are too low in the majority of 
cases to make it possible or ad- 
visable. At least, this is true here 
in this part of the country. In 
most cases their earnings require 
a modest apartment in the $35.00 
a month, or less, level. ,Today the 
returning service men, back in 
civilian life and starting to work, 
are finding it extremely difficult 
to obtain such housing, and there 
is every indication that it will grow 
more difficult in the days ahead. 

If present conditions continue, 
these boys, most of them strung 
taut from their experiences, are 
going to become mighty resentful 
at our lack of foresight. They 
have given months and years of 
their lives under all sorts of hard- 
ships and dangers, only to come 
back home and find it well nigh 
impossible to locate decent quar- 
ters for themselves and their fami- 
lies. 

We have been talking about 
what we are goin? to do to aid 
returning service men, and here 
is a fundamental factor that will 
go far to determine how satisfac- 
tory his adjustment back into civi- 
lian life becomes; yet, as far as 
I know, no attempt is being made 
to meet this roblem. Time is get- 
ting short! We should take steps 
to study this problem, devise plans 
to meet this problem. Time is get- 
plans immediately. 

This is a Federal, State, and lo- 
cal problem. What can we do about 
it? Surely if there is justification 
for the subsidizing of housing, this 
obligation of ours to the returning 
service man would seem to me to 
call for it. Many communities to- 
day are discussing war memo- 
rials. To what better purpose 
could a war memorial be dedicat- 
ed? Each city and town in the 
United States should determine as 
nearly as possible how many of 
its service men will return and 
require housing. The Federal Gov- 
ernment should release whatever 
materials are necessary to con- 
struct new buildings, or remodel 
existing buildings, to supply small 
apartments at moderate rentals 
to these boys. They then can tackle 
their civilian jobs, secure in the 
knowledge that their families have 
homes, and they can begin to build 
their lives into normal living again. 
But time is short! 

I believe some thinking on this 
subject will show it is of para- 
mount importance in aiding the 
soldier to make a satisfactory ad- 
justment to civilian life.

Saw: Bill, you had a good garden last year; about all wo got 
out of ours were radishes. How about some expert advice? In the 
first place, how do I know when it’s time to plant? 

Bill: My tried and true method of testing the soil is tho "garden- 
er’s squeeze.” Take up a handful of soil, squeeze it, then open the 
fingers. If the soil has packed and the imprint of the fingers remains, 
il is too wet to work. If it crumbles, get out your spade, brother, 
the date for digging has arrived. 

Saw: After all the canning you and Jane did last year and the 
good vegetables you had all winter, Peg had decided to can this 
summer. Canned vegetables are getting scarce on the store shelves. 
*What kind of vegetables should we plant?

Mrs. Fisher Receives Letter 
From Son 

I think we all enjoy hearing or 
reading about how different situa- 
tions, experiences and popple in 
other countries, affect or impress 
our boys overseas. 

An excerpt from a letter from 
my son, who is a pharmacist’s 
mate, reads, “I’ve been thinking 
again, about when I first got over 
here — I remember giving a few 
cents to a beggar, or a poor crip- 
ple, and often, too. Then there 
was the fellow who trusted me 
enough to let me open up his 
thumb, and fix it so it would heal 
properly. All these tiny things, 
that mean so much to the indi- 
vid ml, also the happiness it 
brought to me. Then time passed, 
and my mind developed a sort of 
schizophrenia, or two personali- 
ties — one was me all the way 
down, deep, too, and then the 
other was a face — a face put on 
by the hardness of cold fact. Like 
in one place, you could do a bit 
for say twelve or twenty people; 
then in another that is hard hit, 
the people don’t come in dozens, 
Imt literally thousands. Here, for 
instance, u woman, worn and hag- 
gard. carrying a little square card, 
badly beaten with age — ‘My hus- 
band is dead, the American bombs 
killed him and my two sons, and 
I would be glad for dona- 
tion. — Thank you so kindly.’” 

This is very typical — I have one 
of those cards in my souvenir 
book. Another comes to you, 
bolds on to you, maybe she has 
n tiny baby, half naked, with the 
snow and sleet tearing into its 
tender flesh.

Recent Deaths 

CLIFT R. CLAPP 

Clift Rogers Clapp of 49 Tem- 
ple street, West Newton, a senior 
partner in the law firm of Ropes, 
Gray, Coolidge & Rugg, and 
practicing lawyer in Boston for 57 
years, died on Monday, March 19, 
at his home. 

Mr Clapp, who was in his 85th 
year, was born in South Boston. He 
was graduated from Harvard in 
1884 ntid from Harvard Law 
School in 1887. After a year in 
the office of Ropes, Gray and Lor- 
ing he organized the firm of Clapp 
and Grover where he practiced 
until 1907 when he became a part- 
ner in the firm of Roper, Gray & 
Gorham which later became Ropes, 
Gray, Hoyden and Perkins. He 
held directorships in a number of 
corporations and served as execu- 
tor and trustee of many estates. 

He was a member of the Boston 
Bar Association, the Massachu- 
setts Bar Association, the Ameri- 
can Bar Association, the Harvard 
Club of Boston, Brae Burn Coun- 
try Club and for many years was 
a member of the Exchange Club. 

Surviving him are his wife, Mrs. 
Gertrude Blanchard Gray, two 
daughters, Mrs. Hollis T. Gleason 
| of Cohnsset and Mrs. Thomas Pen- 
ney, Jr., of Buffalo, New York, and 
six grandchildren. His only son, 
Howard Rogers Clapp, Harvard 
1916, was killed in action in France 
during World War 1, shortly be- 
fore the Armistice, in November

So Hot Cross Runs have al- 
ways been associated with re- 
ligious ceremonials though to- 
day, they arc the great Lenten 
delicacy and a fruity delight 
to the children. *

125.000. 000 persons in the lib-* 
erated countries of Europe are in 
desperate need of clothing, shoes, I 
and bedding. When the Nazis in- 
vaded their homes, these millions 
were robbed of everything except 
the clothes they were wearing. 
New supplies were cut off when 
the invaders commandeered their 
textile mills. Consequently, gar- 
ments have worn thinner and 
thinner and have been patched and 
re-patched; shoes are without 
soles; and bedding has largely dis- 
appeared. 

The National Clothing Collec- 
tion is a united effort on the pan 
of UNRRA 'United Nation? Relief 
and Rehabilitation Administra- 
tion) and various voluntary war 
relief agencies of the United 
States. The purpose of the col- 
lection is to secure the maximum 
quantity of good used clothing for 
free distribution to needy and 
destitute men, women, and chil- 
dren in war devastated countries. 

150.000. 000 pounds of good sub- 
stantial used clothing for both 
winter and summer wear is need- 
ed. Clothing need not be in per- 
fect repair but it must be useful 
to the people who will receive it. 
Underclothing o' all types or cot- 
ton garments should be washed 
but not necessarily ironed. Shoes, 
bedding, remnants, piece goods, 
and all types of infants*, boys’, 
men’s, girls’ and women’s gar- 
ments are needed. Newton’s 
quota is 5 pounds per person. 

The collection will be held , 
throughout the country during the 
entire month of April. 

Beginning April 9. residents 
of Newton are asked to deliver to 
tire stations, schools, churches, and 
possibly other centers their dona- 
tions to the collection. School

The Bnshnell Report 

The lortg-awnited report of Rob- 
ert T. Bnshnell, until recently At- 
torney (ienernl of Massachusetts 
made its appearance not long ago 
and received far less comment 
from the press than it deserved. 
To be sure, the political writer who 
appears to be closest to the state 
administration did refer to it and 
quote several large chunks of ma- 
terial. However, very little wa^ 
said to indicate whether or not the* 
report war good, bad or indif- 
ferent. * 

l propose to he more specific. 
In fact, it might be helpful t » 
the general public if 1 should take* 
the time and the space to quote and 
comment on a good many para- 
graphs in this most illuminating 
document. This week I shall merely 
give mv renders a brief synopsis 
of the contents. 

There are two n.ain headings, as 
follows: “Criminal Law” and 
“Civil Law." Under the first head- 
ing we find a discussion of the 
job-selling racket as applied to the 
Police Department and to the 
schools. Next, the Coeoanut Grove 
prosecutions and the illegal gamb- 
ling racKets. Here we have some 
important material about the 
change ol location of some of the 
chief gamblers immediately after 
the Coeoanut Grove fire. Then 
come the indictments ngainst the 
Boston Police Commissioner and 
related matters. After that we 
learn about the court ruliflgs 
which blocked the prosecution. 
However on Nov, 21, 1943 a new 
Police Commissioner WAS ap- 
pointed. He is Mi. Sullivan, the 
present incumbent. The Coleman 
prosecutions are taken up, as well 
as income tax exemption for rack- 
eteers. 

Now we come to something 
which received verv little publicity 
at the time, namely, the resign i- 
tion of the District Attorney of 
the Southern District. Twenty 
pages of the report aie given to a 
long history of this case, which 
was extiemely unsavory. Looking 
at this purely from the point of 
view of the general public, I an 
amazed to recall how little was 
said in the papers from start to 
finish. Following this we find 
numerous recommendations as to 
amendments affecting criminal 
law administration. Most impor- 
tant item here is a specific recom- 
mendation concerning the selection 
of judges in Mas mchusetts. Les- 
see what this is all about. 

Since 1940 the state of Missouri 
has operated a plan which Mr. 
Bushnell thinks might well be use- 
ful in this state. In general terms 
it is this, and I quote from the re- 
port; -“It consists of (1) Nomina- 
tions bv a Judicial Selection Com- 
mission tc fill vacancies on the 
bench, (2 1 Appointment by the 
Governor from the nominees, and 
(3) a provision for the incumbent 
to run against his record a year or 
more after his appoyitment and at 
each subsequent expiration of his 
term.” Still quoting, ”ln these es- 
sentials. the plan is the same as 
that approved by the House of 
Delegates of the American Bar 
Association in 19‘. 7. It was de- 
veloped in the course of constantly 
recurring efforts to find a system 
of judicial selection “which retains 
the democratic idea of ultimate 
control over judges by the people, 
along wit n an intelligent method of 
selecting oualified candidates for 
judicial office, regardless of politi- 
cal considerations.’* 

The commission referred to 
above would be composed of non- 
poltical, public-spirited citizens 
and would include both laymen and 
lawyers. Its members would be ap- 
pointed by the Governor and elect- 
ed by bar associations or other 
groups for terms of different 
lengths, to prevent domination of 
the commission by cliques or 
parties. 

It seems to your columnist that 
there is much food for thought 
in these recommendations. Next 
week I shall have more to say 
about them. Also, i shall finish my 
synopsis of the Bushnell report as 
a whole.

For five years she 
taught in the American Board 
school at Kusaie, to which came 
boys and girls from other little 
coral atolls many sea miles away. 

Miss Wilson plans to go back 
to this land of breadfruit, cocoa- 
nuts and friendly people after the 
war, and is even now perfecting 
herself in the language and study- 
ing the anthropology of the Is- 
landers. 

Familiar w r ith the Orient after 
eight years in Japan where she 
was principal of the Kobe Wo- 
men’s Evangelistic School, Miss 
Wilson fitted into the situation in 
the Caroline Islands where, since 
the end of the first World War, 
the Japanese had held a man- 
date. 

Between her service in Japan 
and her work in the Caroline Is- 
lands, Miss Wilson served two 
years as nn acting associate sec- 
retary jn the Foreign Department 
of the American Board in Boston. 
She was born in Connecticut and 
educated at Simmons College. 
Prior to going out to Japan in 
1925 she served with the YWCA 
in Michigan. 

Life in the Caroline Islands was 
in sharp contrast to that in Japan, 
not only because of the climate 
and topography, but because of 
the isolation and the childlike 
character of the people among 
whom she worked. Mail and pro- 
visions came once a month, and 
outrigger canoes were for the 
most part the only means of trans- 
portation (between the islands. 

The American Board Training 
School at Kusaie, in which Miss 
Wilson taught, is based on the 
lines of Berea College. Kentucky, 
where the students learn by do- 
ing. It is located on a thousand 
acres of land which serves as a 
laboratory for developing self-re- 
liance. It also trains teachers.

Onions belong (o the lily family, 
but where lilies arc conceded by 
all to he socially correct, some 
people believe that onions are 
socinl outcasts. 

Not so with us. We relish the 
long and spicy history of onions. 
They seem to have been originally 
native to Western Asia and 
traveled thence to Egypt, India, 
Greece, and China. 'Tradition says 
that the builders of the Pyramids 
had little to eat except opions 
which makes us realize more 
vividly their strength. Onions 
were considered in ancient times 
ot be a cure-all — to cure gout, 
deafness, eye-trouble and bald- 
ness. Some people today use 
onions to remove the discomfort 
of hee-stings and Russian scien- 
tists say they have proved that 
the onion posseses antiseptic 
properties. 

Continuing in the plant world, 
Allen Wood brings us the gloomy 
news that those little pots of ver- 
dant green that we buy come 
March, are really not shamrocks 
at all! They’re probably white 
clover and if not, they’re a couple 
of other things with unpronounce- 
able names. Another fond dream 
gone to flower-pot ! 

Ken has been driven by the 
listeners and Carolyn to discuss 
not :>ne, but two German cities in 
one week! Cities where he has 
been and where our boys'are now. 
First comes Coblenz — the city that 
stands — or stood — at the junction 
of the Rhine and Moselle Rivers. 

Ken remembers the very beau- 
tiful gardens in Coblenz — over a 
hundred years old — and among 
the finest of all Europe. In Co- 
blenz is the gigantic memorial of I 
Kaiser Wilhelm and Saint Cas- 
tor’s Church — an odd blend of 
Baroque, Rennaissance and Gothic. 

Coblenz is very ancient. It was 
founded in nine B.C. by the Ro- 
mans and later became a Frank- 
ish stronghold. It was considered 
indestructible. It is very pic- 
turesque. with tortuous, narrow 
streets, full of relics of Roman, 
Frankish and Mediaeval times. In 
the 18th Century, the city was 
enlarged and a pretentious castle 
was erected. We wonder what is 
left of it now! 

And remembering the famous, 
childhood legend of the Mouse 
Tower of Bingen, Carolyn asks 
Ken about that. Yes, he was there 
too — not for long — but he remem- 
bers it with a grin. The legend 
of the embattled mice, he says, is 
a canard— but the Mouse Tower 
stands there, square and ugly and 
is very famous. 

He says the splendid pageant of 
the Rhine ends all of a sudden at 
Bingen and the whole plfcce is full 
of legend and medieval folk-lore. 
It was originally a German set- 
tlement and later the Romans 


moved in. In 1680, Bingen was 
burned to the ground by the 
French but. many Roman relics 
are left. The Burg Klnp that Ken 
visited was supported by still- 
sturdy Roman walls — there is the 
Roman well thnt measures 160 
feet deep — the Drusus Bridge, just 
blown up by the retreating Ger- 
mans was built on a foundation 
constructed by the Romans. And 
here at Bingen, the hills go up 
on either side of the Rhine, ter- 
raced and covered with grapes 
and occasional castles.
